This  report  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  Ciroular  5/70  (Wales), 
dated  January  1970,  and  follows  the  pattern  of  previous  years.  Any 
ohanges  in  the  servioes  provided  are  mentioned  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

In  this  preface  I propose  to  draw  to  the  attention  of  readers  only  a few 
of  the  more  salient  points  of  the  report,  sinoe  comments  are  made  in  the 
report  itself  of  the  work  of  the  various  seotions  of  the  department. 

The  estimated  population  was  171 >320,  which  showed  an  increase  of  80 
over  the  previous  year0  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  400. 

The  live  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  15.1  per  1,000  population,  a 
reduction  on  that  for  the  previous  year  15.6.  The  oomparable  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  is  16.3  per  1,000  population. 

The  stillbirth  rate  12  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  a rate  of 
13  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  people  who  died  was  2,187  compared  with  2,l8l  for  the 
previous  year.  The  crude  death  rate  was  12.8  per. 1,000  population  compared 
with  11.9  for  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of  people  who  died  from  all 
forms  of  cancer  was  402;  of  these  84  persons  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
or  bronchus  as  compared  with  91  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberoulosis  wa3  10,  oompared  with 
11  in  the  previous  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  12  per  1,000  total  live  births  oompared 
with  21  the  previous  year  and  18  per  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infectious  Diseases 


There  has  been  no  outstanding  incidence  in  the  oommon  infeotious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year.  135  dysentery  cases  were  notified  oompared  with 
36  the  previous  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that,  for  yet  another  year,  no 
oases  were  notified  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  typhoid  fever. 

Family  Planning 

The  looal  branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  continues  to  aot  as 
agent  for  the  Looal  Authority  to  provide  free  advioe,  treatment  and  free 
supplies  to  women  who  are  recommended  to  practise  family  planning  on  medioal 
advioe.  The  Co unoil  approved  in  principle  the  extended  scheme  under  the 
National  Health  Servioe  (Family  Planning)  Aot,  1967,  but  has  not  yet  put  it 
into  operation  in  view  of  financial  restrictions.

The  new  olinio  was  completed  this  year.  It  oooupies  the  first  two 
floors  of  a new  building  whioh  also  accommodates  the  Housing  and  the 
Children' s Departments, 

Clinio  premises  at  Eaton  House,  Troed-y-Bryn  and  in  Hansel  Street  have 
dosed.  The  Health  Visitors'  offioe  at  122  Walter  Road  and  the  Central  Medical 
Reoords  Offioe  at  Trinity  Plaoe  have  also  dosed  following  transfer. 

The  oentral  specialists  olinios  whioh  inolude  Child  Guidance,  Oph  hal- 
mology,  Speeoh  Therapy,  Cervioal  Cytology,  Audiology  and  Paediatrios  are  now 
in  one  building.  Dental,  Ante-natal  and  Child  Health  Clinics  are  provided 
for  the  surrounding  distriot.

The  ereotion  of  this  Health  Centre  is  proceeding  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  occupied  and  operating  early  in  1970. 

The  site  ohosen  is  fairly  centrally  situated  in  relation  to  the  surger- 
ies it  will  replace.

Ante-natal,  Post-natal  and  Child  Health  Clinics  formerly  held  at  Troed 
Y Bryn  erd  Eaton  House  Clinios  have  been  transferred  to  the  New  Central 
Clinio  in  Orchard  Street  which  was  opened  in  February  1969* 


The  Child  Health  Clinics  are  very  well  attended  in  the  city  as  the 
mothers  beoome  more  aware  of  the  importance  of  developmental  assessment 
of  their  children.  This  is  particularly  so  of  the  examination  of  the 
baby  at  six  months  of  age,  attendance  for  the  latter  developmental  examin- 
ation tending  to  deoline  somewhat. 

Health  Education  plays  a prominent  part  in  clinio  work  and  the  Relaxation 
and  Mothercraft  Clinics  conducted  by  a Health  Visitor  and  Physiotherapist  are 
very  well  attended  at  the  Central  Clinic. 

Local  Health  Authority  Clinics  at  Morriston  and  Norton  Villa  are  used 
by  the  Family  Planning  Association  and  women  who  require  the  service  are 
referred  to  these  clinios. 

Number  of  Patients  Attending 

A99  patients  attended  the  ante-natal  clinics  compared, with  602  in  the 
previous  year,  and  152  mothers  returned  for  a post-natal  examination.  A 
total  of  394  sessions  was  devoted  to  this  work. 

A total  of  356  women  attended  the  mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes; 
the  attendances  for  the  year  numbered  1,776.  Of  the  wcmen  attending,  349 
were  booked  for  hospital  confinement,  the  remainder  being  confined  at  home. 


A total  of  A, 580  children  attended  the  centres  during  the  year.  Of 
these,  1,334  were  bom  in  1969,  1,527  in  1968,  and  1,873  in  the  years  1964  - 
1967.  The  total  number  of  sessions  held  was  764,  - 762  by  medical  officer^ 
and  2 by  a health  visitor.

As  from  February  1 969>  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  was  taken  over  by  the 
Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Developmental  Tests  of  Babies  and  Young  Children 

All  children  who  are  considered  to  be  "At  Risk"  to  mental  or  physical 
handicap  are  tested  between  6 months  and  2 years  of  age, using  the  Ruth  Griffiths 
Development  Test  technique,  by  medical  officers.  Close  co-operation  is  main- 
tained with  the  Paediatric  Department  of  Morriaton  Hospital  and  with  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinio  at  Trehafod.  Parents  welcome  the  opportunity  of  an  unhurried 
interview  with  the  Medical  Officer  and  are  more  ready  to  aocept  the  fact  of  a 
mental  handicap  when  they  have  witnessed  a series  of  development  tests. 


Deafness  in  Children 

Early  detection  of  deafness  is  still  the  primary  objective.  The  pro- 
gramme of  screening  tests  of  children  falling  within  certain  categories  con- 
sidered to  be  "at  risk"  of  deafness  is  continuing  and  any  children  tested  who 
have  suspect  hearing  are  referred  to  an  assistant  medical  officer  who  has 
specialised  in  the  detection  and  treatment  of  hearing  loss  and  who  holds 
weekly  clinics  in  the  Audiology  suite  in  the  new  Central  Clinio.  If  neoessaiythey  may 

be  sent  to  the  Consultant  E.N.T.  Surgeon  at  SdpgLet  aa  Hospt.  for  further  investigation. 

These  children  are  referred  from  many  sources  including  General  Practit- 
ioners, Child  Health  Clinics,  Health  Visitors  and  parents.  If  investigation 
reveals  an  abnormality  the  child  is  referred  for  the  consultant's  opinion  at 
Singleton  Hospital. 

The  services  of  a peripatetic  teacher  of  the  deaf  for  the  very  young  is 
now  shared  with  the  Education  Department  as  a full  member  of  the  teaohing  team 
concerned  with  partially  hearing  children.

Order  provided  for  Welfare  Foods  to  be  available  to  all  benefioiaries 
without  tokens  and  without  restriction  of  quantities  at  cost  prices  to  be 
determined  by  the  Minister*  Free  supplies  were,  however,  to  be  available 
on  authorised  quantities  against  tokens,  to  those  families  who  were  eligible 
for  free  supplies  of  welfare  milk.  The  oost  prioes  determined  by  the  Min- 
ister were:-  orange  juice  Is*  6d*  a bottle,  ood  liver  oil  Is*  Od.  a bottle, 
and  Vitamin  A*  and  D«  tablets  6d*  per  paoket*

Two  cervical  cytology  clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinio 
in  Orchard  Street  since  its  opening  at  the  end  of  February  1969* 

At  these  clinics,  formerly  held  at  Eaton  House,  oervioal  smears  for 
cytological  examination  are  taken  and  the  women  who  attend  are  given 
instruction  in  breast  self  examination# 

Attendances  at  these  olinics  show  a slight  increase  during  1969  over 
the  previous  year,  although  it  is  considered  that  the  service  is  by  no 
means  fully  used,  despite  Health  Education  and  articles  in  the  local  press#

DENTAL  CARE 


There  has  been  a considerable  inorease  in  the  amount  of  time  spent  on 
maternity  and  child  welfare  work  compared  with  last  year  and  the  increase  is 
due  in  its  entirety  to  the  pre-school  child  group# 

A Dental  Auxiliary  was  appointed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  who  was 
particularly  suited  and  trained  in  the  treatment  of  smaller  ohildren. 

The  Dental  Health  Education  Offioer  gave  counselling  to  over  one  hundred 
ante-natal  mothers  and  nearly  five  hundred  nursing  mothers  during  the  year. 
Unfortunately  she  terminated  her  employment  at  the  end  of  July#

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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


The  fall  in  the  number  of  home  deliveries  continues  as  more  women 
axe  booked  for  hospital  confinement.  Consequently  the  role  of  the 
Domiciliary  Midwife  is  changing  as  she  spends  more  time  on  ante-natal 
care  and  post-natal  nursing.  As  a result  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  find  sufficient  number  of  oases  for  training  the  pupil 
oidwives. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I reported  that  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
had  approved  a scheme  which  covered  training  in  all  aspects  of  community 
and  social  services  oarried  out  during  the  thirteen  weeks  period  of  distriot 
training.  This  enabled  the  Board  to  accept  the  reduced  number  of  domiciliary 
cases  at  which  pupil  midwives  were  obliged  to  attend.  The  scheme  included 
leotures  to  the  Pupil  Midwives  by  Medical  Officers,  Child  Care  Officers, 

Mental  Welfare  Officers,  Publio  Health  Inspectors  and  others;  in  addition 
visits  were  made  to  the  Magistrates*  Court,  Junior  Training  Centre  and 
Family  Planning  Clinic. 

No.  of  Midwives  Employed 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  a full-time  lay  supervisor  and  eleven  whole-time 
midwives  were  in  the  employment  of  the  looal  health  authority.  Of  these, 
seven  were  approved  as  teachers. 

Pupil  Midwives 


Twenty-three  pupil  midwives  completed  their  training  during  the  year. 
Part  of  their  training  was  undertaken  on  the  district.  Five  were  under 
training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Deliveries 


265  confinements  were  attended  by  the  domiciliary  midwives.  1,997 
patients  were  attended  by  the  midwives  before  the  tenth  day, after  premature 
discharge  from  hospital.

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Handioapped  Children 


Over  a period  of  two  years  (1 964-65)  211  experimental  "At  Risk" 
register  had  been  maintained  in  the  Department  and  a considerable  amount 
of  screening  and  development  testing  undertaken 

From  1st  January  1966  this  register  was  replaoed  by  an  "Observation” 
register  of  ohildren  in  the  following  categories :- 

1 • Children  with  an  abnormal  maternal  ante-natal  history  (e.g. 
Rubella,  Rhesus  incompatibility.  Eclampsia,  Pre-eclampsia^. 

Cardiao  Conditions,  Diabetes,  Thyrotoxicosis,  Anaemia 
requiring  transfusion). 

2.  Children  with  a history  of  difficult  birth  or  abnormal  peri- 
natal period  (e.g.  Anoxia,  neo-natal  jaundice,  feeding 
difficulties). 

3#  Post-maturity. 

4»  Premature  babies  (birth  weight  under  lbs.) 

5.  Children  with  congenital  defects. 

6.  Children  with  a familial  history  of  deafness. 

7.  Children  with  a history  of  severe  illness  (e.g.  Meningitis 
treated  with  streptomycin). 

8.  Children  backward  with  speeoh. 

9.  Children  suspected  by  their  parents  of  being  deaf. 

The  object  of  the  Observation  Register  is  - 

(a)  to  ensure  that  handioapped  children  reoeive  the 
earliest  possible  medioal  and  special  educational 
treatment; 

(b ) to  keep  children  at  risk  of  handicap  under  observation 
in  order  to  observe  departures  from  normality  and  to 
oonduot  statistical  research  into  incidence  and  possibly 
into  oauses  or,  at  least,  influencing  faotors. 


1969  has  reinforced  the  experience  of  the  first  three  years.  It  is 
easy  to  oompile  a register  but  not  so  easy  to  keep  it  up-to-date  and  to  make 
it  worthwhile.  Every  name  added,  every  week  that  passes,  the  register 
beoomes  more  complex  and  diffioult  to  cope  with  - ohange  of  address,  non- 
attendanoe  for  revie?/,  ever  increasing  paper-work. 

The  register  is  the  subjeot  of  muoh  disoussion  and  suggestion  and, 
in  the  end,  its  form  will  ohange  but  not  yet,  not  until  after  5 years  when 
the  first  names  reoorded  will  be  entering  sohool. 
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HEALTH  VISITING 


During  the  year  one  Health  Visitor  retired  and  one  left  to  take  up  an 
appointment  with  SSAFA.  Both  were  replaoed,  one  of  the  replacements  being 
by  our  Student  Health  Visitor  who  completed  her  training  in  September* 

Another  Health  Visitor  was  promoted  to  the  post  of  Fieldwork  Instructor 
and  completed  the  first  part  of  her  6 week  training  in  September. 

One  Clinio  Nurse  - S.R.N.  - left  in  January  and  was  replaoed  by  another 
S.R.N.  A seoond  Clinio  Nurse  (S.R.N.)  left  in  June  and  she  was  replaoed  by 
a S.E.N,  This  was  in  aooordanoe  with  the  decision  made  by  the  Establishment 
Committee,  in  Maroh,  to  appoint  S.E.Ns.  to  Clinio  Nurse  vaoanoies  until  the 
S.R.N*  establishment  was  reduoed  to  6 and  the  S.E.N.  increased  to  8. 

Two  Student  Health  Visitors  were  sponsored  by  this  Authority  for  training 
this  year  and  are  at  the  Welsh  National  Sohool  of  Medioine,  Cardiff,  at  present. 

In  February  this  year  we  moved  into  our  new  Central  Clinio.  21  Health 
Visitors  have  been  given  office  accommodation  here.  In  an  effort  to  faoilitate 
the  filing  of  Health  Visitors'  records  a new  central  filing  system  was  intro- 
duced and  the  Health  Visitors  no  longer  have  individual  filing  cabinet s.  They 

are  not  very  satisfied  with  the  new  system  at  present  but  it  is  hoped  that,  in 
due  oourse,  it  will  become  more  helpful  to  them. 

The  attachment  of  Health  Visitors  to  General  Practitioners  oontinued  to 
expand  and  three  more  doctors  asked  to  be  inoluded  in  the  soheme. 

Swansea  was  one  of  several  Looal  Authorities  inoluded  in  a survey  by  a 
Working  Party  from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Sooial  Security  on  the  Manage- 
ment Structure  in  the  Looal  Authority  Nursing  Servioes.  Members  of  the  Working 
Party  oame  to  Swansea  to  meet  the  Medical  Offioer  of  Health,  Seotional  Heads 
and  other  members  of  the  Health  Department  to  disouss  this  matter  and  their 
report  was  published  in  Ootober  this  year. 

During  the  year  7 Health  Visitors  attended  post-graduate  courses  and 
the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  attended  a special  week-end  seminar  on 
Management  in  Warwick  University  in  Maroh. 

The  Health  Visitors  oontinued  their  weekly  ward  rounds  of  the  hospitals 
in  the  Borough  and  the  fortnightly  visits  to  Craig  Y Nos  Hospital. 

The  motheroraft  classes  at  the  Relaxation  Clinios  were  well  attended 
and  Health  Education  was  promoted  whenever  possible. 

The  Health  Visitors  oontinued  their  leotures  to  student  and  pupil  nurses 
in  the  hospitals  in  the  oity  and  took  the  students  out  on  to  the  distriot  for 
a day  visiting.

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DISTRICT  NURSING-  SERVICE 


Group  attachment  sohemes  oontinued  to  prove  very  successful. 

Requests  were  being  continually  received  from  unattached  practices  to 
beoome  group  attached. 

The  rise  in  the  oase  loads  of  the  nurses  attached  to  group  praotice 
showed  clearly  that  this  oould  not  be  aohieved  with  the  present  establish- 
ment. It  was  agreed  to  increase  the  establishment  from  25  to  40  nurses 
and  a 100%  group  attachment  was  attained  on  December  1st,  1969* 

The  number  of  trained  State  Enrolled  Nurses  was  increased  from  three 
to  eleven.  They  are  excellent  praotioal  nurses  and  a great  asset  to  the 
service.  It  means  that  more  time  was  given  to  the  nursing  oare  of  the 
ohronio  sick  and  rehabilitation  of  the  handioapped. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  surgioal  visits  continue  to  rise  showing 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  aoute  work  undertaken. 

Another  important  factor  is  that  more  double  visits  have  been  possible  - 
these  being  necessary  for  the  very  ill  and  terminal  oases. 

It  has  also  shown  the  need  for  auxiliary  workers.  Many  elderly  people 
in  the  community  - living  alone  or  with  elderly  partners,  require  help  in 
dressing,  get  up  in  the  morning  and  being  helped  baok  to  bed  at  night. 

This  is  a service  that  could  be  undertaken  by  auxiliaries  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Distriot  Nursing  Sister  relieving  the  trained  staff  to  devote 
more  time  to  the  oare  of  the  siok. 

Liaison  with  the  hospitals  is  very  good,  direct  oontaot  being  encouraged 
between  Distriot  Nursing  Sisters  and  Ward  Sisters.  This  has  resulted  in 
better  continuity  of  care  to  the  patient.

Vaooination  against  Measles 

Fallowing  the  announcement  last  year  of  the  availability  of  a live  attenuated 
measles  vaocine  for  the  vaccination  of  all  susceptible  children  up  to  and  including 
the  age  of  15  years,  the  Ministry  ©f  Health  issued  supplies  to  local  authorities 
free  each  month  to  enable  them  to  oarry  out  the  vaccination  of  certain  priority 
groups.  These  were  children  between  their  fourth  and  seventh  birthdays  together 
with  those,  between  their  first  and  fourth  birthdays,  attending  day  nurseries, 
nursery  schools  or  living  in  residential  homes.  In  June  1969,  one  imanufacturer 
ceased  produoation  following  concern  as  to  the  safety  of  vaccine  prepared  from 
the  particular  strain  of  virus  used.  As  a result,  supplies  continued  to  be  con- 
trolled by  the  Ministry  to  ensure  reasonable  distribution.  Later  additional 
supplies  were  imported  to  meet  demands  and  vaccine  became  available  for  vaccinating 
susoeptible  ohildren  in  age  groups  other  than  the  priority  ones  referred  to  above. 

In  future,  the  Ministry  will  not  control  supplies  and  these  may  be  obtained 
commercially  through  normal  supply  channels.

5 families  were  rehoused  on  aooount  of  tuberoulosis  during  the  year, 
some  of  whioh  had  been  approved  in  previous  years.

Five  children  of  the  same  family  having  received  treatment  for  tuber- 
oulosis, also  a baby  (non-tuber oulous)  of  the  same  family,  each  continued 
to  reoeive  pint  of  free  milk  per  day  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest

The  Looal  Authority  Scheme  for  a ohiropody  service  commenced  on  1st 
January  1961  and,  at  that  date*  nir\e  hundred  patients  who  had  previously 
been  on  the  register  under  the  voluntary  scheme  were  automatically  trans- 
ferred for  treatment  under  the  new  soheme,  Thp  total  number  of  sessions 
available  to  the  authority  by  the  eight  chiropodists  who  were  eligible  in 
pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Me dioal  Auxiliaries  Regulations 
1954  was  32. 

At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  3*368  patients  on  the  register  oompared 
with  4,187  at  the  end  of  1968*  Treatment  is  provided  for  the  elderly  and 
physioally  handicapped  at  a fee  of  2/6d.  per  treatment.  Expectant  mothers 
oan  also  obtain  treatment  and  a fee  of  5/-  per  treatment  is  oharged. 


Yellow  Fever  Vaccination

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


The  number  of  maternity  cases  receiving  help  has  reduced  considerably 
in  recent  years,  whereas  the  amount  of  help  required  by  the  aged  and  chronic 
sick  has  increased*  Although  the  recent  growth  of  the  Domestio  Help  Servioe 
has  been  immense  there  is  sxrong  evidence  that  it  will  be  inadequate  to  meet 
the  needs  of  an  ageing  population* 

Domestic  Helps  are  increasingly  playing  a specialised  role  in  supporting 
other  workers  in  the  domiciliary  health  and  welfare  field* 

Unfortunately  the  sickness  rate  was  high  this  year  again,  particularly 
during  the  months  of  March  and  Deoember  due  to  the  influenza  epidemic  as  many 
as  30  helpers  being  absent  at  a time* 

During  the  bad  weather  conditions  of  snow  and  icy  roads  the  helpers  made 
valiant  efforts  to  get  to  their  cases  on  foot  where  there  was  no  transport  and 
they  are  to  be  commended  for  their  devotion  to  duty*  Next  year  will  be  the 
21st  Anniversary  of  the  Domestio  Help  Service;  there  are  several  Domestio 
Helps  who  have  completed  21  years  service  whioh  is  quite  a record  and  deserving 
of  official  recognition. 

Long  service  badges  are  available  and  can  be  provided  by  the  Institute  of 
Home  Help  Organisers*  It  is  hoped  these  can  be  presented  at  an  offioial 
meeting  to  show  the  City’s  appreciation  for  a service  whioh  now  plays  suoh  an 
important  part  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  and  is  no  longer  considered 
the  Cinderella  of  the  Health  Servioe.

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SECTION  VI 


MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  incidence  of  mental  illness  throughout  the  country  at  large  is  a 
serious  problem  and  deserves  our  earnest  consideration.  It  is  reoognized 
that  the  high  cost  of  such  illness  both  in  human  suffering  and  in  money 
makes  it  essential  that  we  should  take  every  possible  step  to  prevent  its 
development  at  an  early  stage.  It  can  be  treated  by  the  physician  and  the 
specialist  and,  like  so  many  other  illnesses  to-day,  more  people  now  have  a 
hope  of  complete  reoovery*  It  is  becoming  increasingly  clear  to  all  of  us 
engaged  in  the  field  of  treating  mental  disorders  that  the  greatest  single 
faotor  in  the  oreation  of  stress,  tension  and  ultimate  breakdown  of  individ- 
uals is  failure  to  sustain  satisfactory  human  relationships.  Even  in  oases 
where  inherited  or  physical  handicaps  can  be  demonstrated  to  exist  at  the 
root  of  mental  disability,  the  most  striking  and  disturbing  features  of  suoh 
illness  are  the  changes  in  oapaoity  to  be  in  oontact  with  other  people  and  to 
enjoy  the  full  blessings  of  human  intercourse  and  co-operation. 

The  staff  of  the  Mental  Health  Seotion  work  in  close  oo-operation  with 
General  Practitioners  and  the  local  Psyohiatrio  Hospital  and  there  is  free 
and  easy  liaison  with  Statutory  and  Voluntary  Services  whioh  is  invaluable  in 
obtaining  full  benefits  for  the  patients. 

Landladies  are  continuing  to  give  an  excellent  servioe  in  accepting  groups 
of  patients  from  the  hospital  into  their  homes,  thus  contributing  greatly  to 
the  rehabilitation  of  suoh  oatients,  who  oontinue  to  attend  either  the  Hospital 
or  the  Day  Centre  daily  for  Industrial  or  Occupational  Therapy.  Their  return 
to  the  community- has  provided  beds  for  many  new  patients  to  receive  short  per- 
iods of  in-patient  treatment.  It  is  remarkable  how  well  these  patients  have 
settled  out  of  hospital  and  even  more  remarkable  their  intense  desire  to  stay 
out  of  hospital  after  ao  many  years  as  in-patients. 

The  two  semi-detached  houses  provided  and  furnished  in  1966  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  for  10  male  patients  from  Cefn  Coed  Hospital  are  functioning 
very  satisfactorily.  Some  of  the  men  are  working  either  in  open  industry  or 
in  sheltered  employment,  whilst  the  remainder  attend  daily  at  the  Industrial 
Therapy  Unit  at  Cefn  Coed  Hospital. 

Similarly  the  2 houses  provided  for  10  female  patients  in  May  1967  are 
also  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

Weekly  Disoussions 

Weekly  group  disoussions  are  still  being  held  for  a group  of  Health 
Visitors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker.  The  main 
emphasis  is  on  prevention  and  early  treatment  and  embodies  the  understanding 
of  the  emotional  development  of  the  child  which  oan  determine  the  pattern  of 
reaction  throughout  life. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Offioers  attend  two  case  oonferenoes  every  week,  one 
at  the  Hospital  Day  Centre  and  the  other  at  Cefn  Coed  Hospital.  Cases  being 
dealt  with  are  discussed  and  a treatment  programme  planned  with  a better  under- 
standing of  the  problems  involved. 

The  Hospital  Day  Centre 

The  Hospital  Day  Centre  is  continuing  to  provide  a happy,  social  setting 
for  a number  of  seleoted  patients  for  whom  in-patient  treatment  would  otherwise 
be  needed.  In  addition  to  occupational  therapy  suoh  as  pottery,  painting  and 
houseoraft,  group  therapy  and  psyohotherapy  sessions  are  the  main  activities 
of  the  Centre, 

A team  of  Hospital  Staff,  Looal  Authority  Mental  Health  workers  and 
General  Praotitioners  unite  in  their  efforts  to  deal  with  the  psychological 
and  social  problems  of  the  patients. 
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Social  Centre 


A Sooial  Centre  run  by  the  Looal  Health  Authority,  on  less  ambitious 
lines  than  the  Hospital  Day  Centre,  is  being  held  at  66  Walter  Road  from 
9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  from  Tuesday  to  Thursday  inclusive. 

Some  patients  are  not  well  enough  to  work  and  need  constant  support 
over  a long  period,  whilst  others  are  liable  to  frequent  breakdowns.  A 
few  who  have  attended  the  Hospital  Day  Centre  beep  well  whilst  they  are 
there  but,  as  soon  as  they  are  discharged,  quickly  lapse  into  their  previous 
state.  Referral  to  another  Day  Centre  where  there  is  a comfortable  sooial 
Atmosphere  gives  them  a measure  of  support  that  they  need. 

The  Centre  is  supervised  by  two  ex-patients  under  the  direction  of  the 
Senior  Mental  Welfare  Offioer.  There  are  facilities  for  cooking  a midday 
meal  for  those  wishing  to  remain  for  lunoh  and,  of  oourse,  cups  of  tea  or 
coffee  and  biscuits  are  provided  throughout  the  day.  Patients  pay  for  their 
lunoh  and  a small  charge  is  made  for  tea. or  coffee. 

The  patients  occupy  themselves  playing  games,  reading,  doing  simple 
handicrafts  or  just  having  a chat. 

Social  Club 

The  Sooial  Club  held  on  one  evening  a week  is  well  established  and  there 
is  an  enthusiastic  group  attending  regularly.  A Mental  Welfare  Officer  is 
present  at  eaoh  session  and  a Consultant  Psychiatrist  is  available  on  occasions 
for  advice. 

The  Club  is  a useful  sooial  oentre  where  friendships  are  formed  and 
members  are  encouraged  to  use  their  initiative,  all  of  whioh  is  a valuable 
aid  to  rehabilitation. 

Attempted  Suicide 

The  majority  of  cases  of  attempted  suicide  seen  by  Consultant  Psychia- 
trists are  referred  for  follow-up  to  the  Mental  welfare  Officers,  who  provide 
help,  understanding  and  comfort.  It  is  a matter  for  much  oonoern  that  there 
are  still  over  5*000  people  who  deliberately  take  their  own  lives  eaoh  year  in 
England  and  Wales  and  approximately  35*000  make  an  attempt  to  do  so. 

The  looal  "Samaritans"  play  a useful  part  in  referring  cases  for  whom 
psychiatric  treatment  appears  to  be  appropriate. 

Alooholios 


Alcoholics  are  those  exoessive  drinkers  whose  dependence  upon  alcohol 
has  attained  such  a degree  that  it  shows  a noticeable  mental  disturbance  or 
an  interference  with  their  bodily  or  mental  health,  their  inter-personal 
relationships  and  their  smooth  sooial  and  eoonomio  functioning;  or  shows 
the  prodromal  signs  of  such  development. 

They,  therefore,  require  treatment  in  a special  unit  rather  than  the 
oonvential  hospital  treatment  whioh  usually  helps  them  to  break  with  their 
drinking  habits,  but  can  do  little  more  than  this.  Once  they  leave  the 
hospital  with  all  their  old  underlying  inadequacies,  they  return  to  deal 
with  life  just  as  unsuccessfully  as  before. 

A special  unit  oomparable  to  the  one  set  up  in  Cardiff  was  opened  at 
Cefn  Coed  Hospital  during  the  year.  All  Mental  Health  workers  in  this  area 
were  pleased  to  welcome  this  long  awaited  service. 

An  Advice  and  Consultation  Centre  is  still  held  on  one  evening  a week 
for  alooholios  and  their  families.  Early  treatment  and  prevention  is  the 
main  theme  and  Mental  Health  staff  unite  with  a Consultant  Psyohiatrist , a 
General  Praotitioner,  and  Hospital  staff  in  providing  this  servioe. 


Swansea  and  Distriot  Association  for  Mental  Health 


The  work  of  the  Swansea  and  Distriot  Association  for  Mental  Health 
has  continued  to  explore  ways  and  means  of  developing  their  programme* 

Public  education  has  been  the  main  theme  of  the  Association  and  many 
talks  have  been  given  to  a number  of  organisations.  The  number  of 
volunteers  to  aot  as  "good  neighbours"  has  gradually  increased  and  there 
is  now  a reserve  list  to  draw  upon  when  the  need  arises. 

During  the  year  the  Association  has  shown  much  interest  in  the 
possibility  of  setting  up  a Richmond  Fellowship  House  for  young  people 
in  the  South  Wales  area.  Treatment  of  adolescents  in  suoh  a unit  should 
seek  to  involve  the  local  community  and  should  improve  mutual  understanding 
whioh  is  good  for  the  community  as  a whole.  The  answer  to  what  ails  "them" 
may  well  be  what  ails  usl  Hospital  treatment  often  increased  the  isolation 
of  young  people  whereas  the  establishment  of  a Richmond  Fellowship  House 
would  offer  treatment  in  the  community. 

Swansea  and  Distriot  Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 

Formed  by  parents  pf  children  suffering  from  mental  handioap,  this 
Association  is  well  established  and  there  is  utmost  harmony  with  the  Depart- 
ment whioh  is  most  beneficial  to  the  children  themselves* 

A keen  interest  is  taken  by  parents  in  this  work  and  appreciation  is 
shown  in  many  practical  ways  by  the  number  of  items  supplied  to  the  Centres. 

In  June  of  last  year,  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Association  were 
rewarded  when  they  opened  their  own  Headquarters  which  they  hamed  Friendship 
House.  Sooial  dubs  for  the  children  and  adults  have  been  initiated  there 
and  are  well  attended. 

Staff  of  Training  Centres 

The  staff  of  our  Centres  (Training  Centres  for  subnormal  children  and 
adults)  are  given  opportunities  to  take  Refresher  Courses  from  time  to  time. 
Sinoe  September  I960,  seven  of  the  staff  at  Broadway  House  have  completed  a 
oourse  of  instruction  organised  by  Glamorgan  County  Gounoil  in  conjunction 
with  neighbouring  authorities.  They  were  released  on  one  day  eaoh  week  to 
go  to  Cardiff  for  lectures  and  they  have  passed  the  examination  set  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  oourse. 

Conclusion 


7/e  know  how  difficult,  expensive  and  time-consuming  is  the  task  of 
restoring  the  mentally  siok  and  how  much  more  eoonomioally  we  oould  invest 
some  of  the  manpower  now  engaged  in  treatment,  if  it  were  used  in  prevention, 
that  is,  in  fostering  a sooial  olimate  and  a community  life  conducive  to  good 
human  relations  and  thus  to  the  enjoyment  of  positive  mental  health.

Training  and  Industrial  Centres 

There  are  two  Training  Centres  for  the  mentally  subnormal  and  these 
are : - 

(a)  Broadway  House , Sketty 

A Training  Centre  for  boys  and  girls  up  to  the  age  of  16  years.  It 
is  sub-divided  to  provide  aooommodation  for  young  women  in  the  form  of  a 
Handioraft  Class. 

This  modern  building,  whioh  was  opened  in  March  1950,  has  been 
specially  designed  for  the  purpose  and  is  well  equipped  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  pupils  and  staff.  It  is  situated  in  semi-rural  surroundings  and 
oan  accommodate  100  pupils. 

Overorowding  has  arisen  due  to  an  inorease  in  the  number  of  young 
women  attending  the  Centre.  This  will  be  relieved  in  about  18  months' 
time  when  a new  Adult  Training  Centr^  will  be  available  at  Fforestfach 
Trading  Estate. 

The  pleasant  and  intimate  atmosphere  of  the  Centre  is  an  encouragement 
to  the  staff  in  their  efforts  to  help  the  pupils  to  develop  their  mental 
and  physioal  capacities  to  the  fullest  extent. 

(b)  Industrial  Centre,  St.  Catherine's  Schoolroom,  Clifton  Row 

This  Centre  accommodates  sub-normal  males  over  the  age  of  16  years  and 
is  run  on  the  lines  of  a non-profit  making  workshop.  The  standard  of  work 
is  high  and  the  pupils  are  well  trained  in  varying  degrees  of  occupational 
therapy  according  to  their  ability. 

The  3ame  difficulties  regarding  overorowding  apply  to  this  Centre 
whioh  will  also  be  relieved  when  the  new  Centre  is  opened. 

(o)  Nursery 

In  September  a nursery  was  opened  as  an  extension  of  Broadway  House. 

It  aooomraodates  20  children  between  the  ages  of  2 to  5 years. 

This  is  a well-needed  servioe  both  in  early  training  of  suoh  ohildren 
and  also  to  relieve  parents  for  periods  throughout  the  day.

Simple  cookery  and  laundry.  Patients  bring  their 
own  ingredients  for  oooking  and  take  hone  the  fin- 
ished produot.  They  derive  great  pleasure  from 
this  particularly  making  their  Christmas  Cakes. 

Rug  making,  embroidery,  stool  making,  raffia  work 
eto.,  are  also  carried  out.  Elementary  reading 
and  writing  are  also  part  of  the  ourrioulum.

Boot  and  shoe  repairs  for  Homes  for  the  Agedi 
Part  III  Accommodation  and  Children’s  Department. 
Cutting  or  bundling  firewood  for  olinios  and  Homes 
for  the  Aged  etc.,  mending  boxes  for  a nearby  firm 
and  making  some  equipment  for  the  Junior  Training 
Centre;  rugs  and  mat  making,  rubber  link  mats, 
basket  work,  brush  making,  picture  framing,  fret 
work,  stools,  dog  leads,  chamois  and  dish  mops, 
furniture  repairs,  artificial  flowers,  Christmas 
oraokers  and  gardening. 

Physical  training  and  ©-reanised  games  as  well  as 
lessons  on  social  behaviour,  speech  training, 
handling  of  money,*  telling  the  time  and  the  Highway 
Code0 

The  new  method  of  reading,  writing  and  simple 
arithmetic  devised  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Centre  is  proving  most  successful  with  approxim- 
ately half  of  the  boys.  The  Ladybird  Series  of 
books  and  other  .literature  used  in  this  soheme 
have  been  provided  by  the  Swansea  and  Distriot 
Association  for  Mentally  Handioapped  Children. 

It  is  considered  that  5 years  training  at  the  Centre  is  essential  for 
those  potentially  suitable  for  work  in  open  industry.  In  the  past  13  years, 

17  men  have  been  found  employment. 

Sooial  Club 

The  boys  and  men  attending  the  Industrial  Centre  are  continuing  to  meet 
on  one  evening  a week  at  their  Social  Club,  which  is  run  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Centre.  It  is  well  attended  and  proving  a most 
suooessful  venture.  In  August,  the  Group  enjoyed  a week’s  camping  holiday 
at  Oxwioh.  They  were  supervised  by  the  Industrial  Centre  staff  and  their 
wives  who  are  to  be  oommended  for  this  voluntary  work. 

The  Sooial  Club  at  Broadway  House  for  the  adult  girls  is  now  being  held 
at  Friendship  House  on  3 evenings  a week,  and  the  boys  from  the  Industrial 
Centre  also  attend  these  sessions  which  are  proving  most  suooessful. 

Provision  of  Meals 

The  dinners  at  both  Centres  have  been  provided  by  the  School  Meals 
Service  since  the  9th  September  1967*  The  males  and  females  attending  the 
Centres  who  are  under  16  years  of  age  are  expected  to  pay  for  the  meals,  but 
allowances  are  made  in  necessitous  cases. 

Transport  Facilities 

Most  of  the  adult  males  and  females  attending  the  respective  Centres 
have  been  trained  to  proceed  to  and  from  the  Centres  on  their  own  initiative. 
Season  tickets  or  travel  vouchers  are  issued  to  them  for  free  travel  on  the 
•buses.  Children  and  a few  adults  are  conveyed  to  and  from  the  Centre  by 
two  private  ooaohes  hired  by  the  Department,,  A Guide  is  employed  on  eaoh 
ooaoh  to  ensure  the  oomfort  and  safety  of  the  pupils. 

Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment 

All  pupils  attending  the  Centres  are  medioally  examined  annually  and 
they  reoeive  dental  treatment  and  treatment  for  minor  ailments  at  the  olinio. 
Those  attending  Broadway  House  are  visited  periodically  for  hygiene  inspec- 
tion by  the  Sohool  Nurse. 

Holidays 

The  Centres  are  dosed  for  similar  periods  as  the  Primary  Sohool s. 
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Pooket  Money 


The  males  and  females  over  16  years  of  age,  in  addition  to  their 
midday  meal  and  'bus  tokens,  are  provided  with  weekly  pooket  money.  The 
sum  varies  from  2s.  6d.  to  10s.  Od.  as  a token  for  good  behaviour,  regular 
attendanoe  and  the  efficiency  displayed  in  the  training  work. 

Glamorgan  County  Council  Cases 

There  are  only  two  young  men  from  Glamorgan  County  Counoil  at  the 
Industrial  Centre  who  have  been  allowed  to  remain  by  special  request. due 
to  their  long  years  of  attendance  there. 

Miscellaneous 


Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  pupils  attending  both 
Centres  to  go  on  a Summer  Picnic,  to  have  a Christmas  Party  and  to  visit 
the  Pantomime. 

A most  impressive  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Servioe  was  held  at  Broadway 
House,  the  Servioe  being  conducted  by  Rev.  Mayor’s  Chaplain,  and  attended 
by  His  Worship  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress.  The  parents  were  invited  to  be 
present  and  most  of  them  accepted  the  invitation.  All  the  items  were 
contributed  by  the  ohildren  and  it  was  most  delightful  to  hear  them  sing 
and  reoite  harvest  pieoes. 

General 


There  are  7 female  and  4 male  subnormal  patients  awaiting  admission  to 
Psychiatric  Hospitals.  The  Welsh  Hospital  Board  has  stopped  admission  to 
Hensol  and  Ely  Hospitals  sinoe  May  of  this  year  due  to  severe  overcrowding 
and  shortage  of  staff.  The  same  applies  to  all  such  hospitals  throughout 
the  whole  of  Wales.  This  is  causing  real  hardship  to  families  who  are 
under  strees  in  looking  after  their  mentally  handioapped  children,  beoause 
they  Qannot  be  relieved  even  for  short  periods  now.  Whilst  a little  help 
has  been  obtained  via  the  Children's  Department  and  voluntary  organisations, 
the  problem  is  not  being  tackled  to  anyone's  satisfaction.

WELFARE  SERVICES 


“Of  earthly  blessing  age  is  not  the  least.

1969  will  long  be  remembered  by  sooial  workers  as  "Seebohm  Year"  when 
the  report  of  the  Seebohm  Committee  published  on  23rd  July  1968  beoame  a 
topio  for  endless  discussion,  some  disagreement,  a little  oritioism  but  in 
the  main  delight. 

The  terms  of  reference  of  the  Committee  was  "to  review  the  organisation 
and  responsibilities  of  the  local  authority  personal  sooial  services  in 
England  and  Wales  and  tr  consider  what  ohanges  are  desirable  to  seoure  an 
effective  family  service". 

The  Committee  produced  its  report  whioh  undoubtedly  has  given  us  the 
most  comprehensive  and  perceptive  appraisal  of  the  Sooial  Services  since 
Beveridge.  It  made  no  seoret  of  the  fact  that,  despite  our  pride  in  our 
Welfare  State,  the  looal  authority  personal  sooial  services  are  failing  to 
meet  the  needs  placed  on  them  by  statute.  This  is  indicated  by  the  waiting 
lists  for  residential  oaire  for  the  aged,  physically  handicapped,  mentally  ill 
and  sub-normal.  The  inadequacy  of  the  domestio  help  service  and  the  Meals 
on  Wheels  further  demonstaates  the  failure. 

Whether  one  accepts  or  rejects  the  views  of  the  Seebohm  Committee,  if 
its  recommendations  are  aooepted,  then  all  must  hope  and  work  for  the  suooess 
of  the  new  ideas  and  for  those  who  turn  to  it  for  assistance*  With  the 
future  so  uncertain,  and  yet  so  challenging,  past  accompli shment a should  give 
all  oonoerned  confidence  to  meet  the  tasks  ahead. 

Swansea  has  discharged  its  statutory  responsibilities  under  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948  with  some  pride  and  its  residential  oare  of  the  elderly 
and  infirm  persons  and  the  less  extensive,  but  often  more  difficult,  respons- 
ibility of  providing  temporary  accommodation  for  homeless  persons  is  a major 
funotion.  My  report  will  also  recount  the  authority' s progress  in  providing 
a developing  range  of  welfare  services  for  the  physically  handicapped  enabling 
them  to  overoome  or  alleviate  the  effects  of  disability  and  attain  optimum 
vocational,  cultural  and  sooial  expression. 

Residential  Accommodation. 


The  National  Assistance  Aot  has  many  facets,  each  direoted  to  fulfilling 
some  need  of  the  aged  or  infirm.  The  prime  duty  imposed  on  oounty  and  county 
borough  oounoils  is  that  of  providing  residential  aooommodation  for  those  who, 
due  to  age  or  handioap,  oannot  adequately  oare  for  themselves.  In  1948  Swansea 
oould  only  provide  accommodation  in  a joint  user  institution  - Tawe  Lodge  - for 
215  persons.  However,  although  accommodation  oan  now  be  provided  in  nine  Home 
for  the  Aged  for  308  persons  it  should  not  be  cause  for  complacency.  With  an 
ever  increasing  waiting  list,  a programme  whioh  envisages  future  Homes  in  Sketty, 
Morriston  and  Cwmbwrla  will  possibly  meet  the  damand.  However  future  plans 
must  inolude  sheltered  housing  with  warden  service  on  whioh  I have  more  to  say 
later  in  my  report.

Payment  for  Aooomuodation 


The  standard  oharge  for  the  aooommodation  and  amenities  at  the  Homes 
for  the  Aged  is  fixed  annually  by  the  authority  and  is  based  on  the  aotual 
dost  of  providing  the  service#  The  standard  oharge  during  1969  was  inoreased 
from  £10.1.10.  to  £10.5.4. 

The  rate  at  whioh  a person  for  whom  aooommodation  is  provided  must  con- 
tribute is  in  aooordanoe  with  his/her  financial  status. 

The  National  Assistance  Aot  (charges  for  aooommodation)  Regulations  1969 
presoribe  80/-  (instead  of  12/-)  as  the  minimum  oharge  for  aooommodation  prov- 
ided under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistanoe  Aot.  The  regulations  further 
presoribe  20/-  (instead  of  16/-)  as  the  sum  whioh  the  local  authority  are  to 
assume  that  a person  provided  with  aooommodation  will  need  for  his  personal 
requirements. 

This  new  oharge  aTfeoted  approximately  80%  of  the  residents  at  the 
Homes  for  the  Aged  and  oame  into  foroe  on  3rd  November,  1959. 

The  oashing  of  pension  books  in  1969  approximated  -to  £1,370  per  week. 
Staffing  - Homes  for  the  Aged 

Although  the  reoruitment  of  staff  for  employment  at  the  Homes  for  the 
Aged  has  never  been  deemed  easy,  1969  proved  to  be  by  far  the  mo3t  diffioult* 

Despite  repeated  advertisements  in  the  looal  press,  registration  of 
vacancies  with  all  looal  offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  even  notices 
in  shop  windows,  I have  bean  unable  to  fill  all  the  established  posts  (care 
staff)" at  the  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

It  is  not  too  diffioult  to  understand  why  we  are  failing  to  reoruit 
sufficient  staff.  To  start  with,  the  work  is  physically  exacting  and 
emotionally  exhausting.  The  need  to  undertake  evening  or  night  work,  week- 
end duties,  duties  on  publio  holidays,  shift  rota  when  their  oontemparies 
are  at  leisure  is  another  factor.  Again  there  is  the  question  of  publio 
transport.  This  is  not  always  convenient  when  going  off  or  coming  on  duty 
in  the  mornings  or  at  night  time,  with  even  more  oomplioations  on  week-ends 
and  publio  holidays. 
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The  increasing  age  and  infirmity  of  residents  results  in  heavier 
physical  demands  on  staff  and  does  to  some  extent  affeot  recruitment. 

There  is  also  a lack  of  geriatrio  beds  in  the  looal  hospital  group  and 
this  means  that  the  nursing  of  "heavy  oases"  who  should  be  in  hospital 
is  being  undertaken  at  Homes  whioh  further  aggravates  the  position. 

A survey  undertaken  at  our  Homes  for  the  Aged  provided  some  very 
significant  facts  whioh  emphasised  the  increase  in  heavy  "nursing" 
expected  from  the  staff. 

Inter  alia  it  was  confirmed  that: 

(a)  81$  of  residents,  i.e*  137  females  and  94  males,  were  in 
70  - 90  years  age  group; 

(b)  62$  of  residents  at  the  Homes  (i.e.  1/6  residents)  suffered 
from  some  form  of  handioap; 

(o)  at  "Hose  Cross  House",  with  a bed  availability  of  60  residents, 
approximately  one-third  of  the  residents  needed  to  use  walking 
aids  of  wheelohairs; 

(d)  only  50$  of  residents  wero  capable  or  willing  to  assist  in 
minor  domestio  tasxs  such  as  washing  dishes  or  preparing 
dining  room  tables. 

The  faot  that  the  majority  o f residents  are  accommodated  in  adapted 
premises  also  ore ate d additional  difficulties. 

Paced  with  suoh  problems  the  Health  Committee  visited  all  Homes  for  the 
Aged  (with  the  exception  of  "Bonymaen  House")  and  saw  at  first  hand  the  prob- 
lems confronting  each  Home.  Members  observed  during  their  visits  the  urgent 
need  of  upgrading  to  inolude,  in  particular,  the  provision  of  lifts,  central 
heating,  and  improved  toilet  facilities.  Until  this  upgrading  is  carried 
out,  the  existing  heavy  task  of  oaring  for  aged  residents  will  become  in- 
creasingly more  difficult.  Suoh  conditions  will  influence  even  dedicated 
staff  to  oonsider  other  occupations  and  deter  applications  from  potentially 
suitable  persons. 

Swansea  Counoil  of  Social  Service 


As  I reported  in  my  annual  report  for  1988,  establishment  of  a Swansea 
Counoil  of  Sooial  Service  was  considered  highly  desirable  and  1969  saw  its 
official  launching. 

As  an  independent  voluntary  body,  this  Council  of  Sooial  Servioe  is 
made  up  of  representatives  of  the  organisations  already  existing  in  the 
area,  the  Statutory  Bodies,  Church,  Trade  Unions  eto.  It  has  been  oreated 
to  disoover  the  speoifio  needs  locally. 

It  brings  together  all  the  available  specialist  knowledge,  experience 
and  machinery,  and  members  learn  what  one  another's  organisations  are'  doing, 
whether  or  not  there  is  over-lapping  or  what  gaps  are  required  to  be  bridged. 
The  emphasis  first  and  foremost  on  consultation  and  talking  over  together  in 
every  department  of  work  for  general  good  of  the  community  as  a whole. 

A great  deal  is  owed  to  the  Swansea  Rotary  dub  in  the  establishment  of 
this  Counoil  as  it  is  its  deolarea  intention,  as  part  of  its  Jubilee  celeb- 
rations, to  help  in  the  promotion  of  the  Council  and  to  raise  up  to  £1,000 
towards  the  establishment  of  a permanent  home  for  it. 

The  Swansea  County  Borough  Council's  contribution  is  the  free  use  of 
premises  at  the  old  Central  Clinic,  Troed  Y Bryn,  10  Mount  Pleasant,  and  a 
grant  of  £400  but,  no  doubt,  future  years  will  see  an  inorease  in  the  finan- 
cial assistance  rendered  by  the  local  authority. 

It  is  our  hope  that,  given  time,  it  will  develop  into  a responsible  and 
influential  body  of  whioh  the  town  will  be  proud. 
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Voluntary  Organisations 


The  enoouragement  of  voluntary  effort  or  community  involvement 
oontinues  to  be  a feature  of  this  authority’s  polioy  and  it  must  be 
stressed  that  the  Counoil  does  not  underestimate  the  value  of  the  role 
played  by  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town's  social  servioes. 

This  enoouragement  often  takes  the  form  of  financial  assistance 
and  a review  of  the  year's  activities  indicates  that  all  applications 
for  grants  are  given  the  most  sympathetic  consideration. 

In  19&9  grants  approximating  to  £500  were  made  to  Old  Age  pensioners 
Organisations  within  the  oounty  borough  whioh  provided  reoreation  for  old 
people.  In  fact  the  grant  for  this  year  had  been  increased  to  £10  per 
olub  and  information  received  from  the  clubs  concerned  indicate  that  the 
grants  are  very  muoh  appreciated. 

Other  organisations  suoh  as  the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Comm- 
ittee and  the  Swansea  Volunteer  Service,  who  had  not  previously  applied 
to  this  looal  authority  for  financial  assistance,  in  1969  made  formal 
application  to  the  Counoil. 

I have  referred  to  the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  in  many 
of  my  previous  reports  and  the  Committee's  servioes  include  four  Day  Centres 
for  the  Elderly  Housebound,  Firewood  Scheme,  Laundry  Service  and  Visiting 
Servioe.  These  servioes  have  become  a household  word  amongst  the  elderly 
of  the  town  but  very  few  of  our  citizens  realise  that  the  financing  of  these 
services  is  undertaken  by  the  voluntary  body,  for  example  the  Laundry  Ser- 
vioe oosts  £W0  per  annum  and  the  Day  Centres,  despite  economies,  also  oost 
approximately  £if00  per  annum. 

Counoil  is  aware  of  the  value  of  these  servioes  and  a grant  of  £500 
per  annum  has  already  been  approved  for  the  next  financial  year  towards 
all  the  work  of  the  Swansea,  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee. 

Similarly  the  work  of  the  Swansea  Volunteer  Servioe,  which  consists 
mainly  in  repairing  and  decorating  houses  for  the  elderly  and  handioapped, 
also  received  the  same  recognition  by  the  Council.  A grant  of  £150  has 
now  been  approved. 

The  city  is  also  highly  appreciative  of  the  valuable  servioes  the 
W.R.V.S.  provide  the  elderly.  The  Meals  on  YVheels  Servioe  is  perhaps 
the  most  valuable  contribution  that  the  voluntary  sector  oan  make  to  keep- 
ing the  elderly  happy  and  oontented  in  their  own  Homes.  The  W.R.V.S.  acts 
as  the  local  authority's  agent  in  this  matter  and  a grant  of  £1,850  was  made 
by  the  Swansea  County  Borough  Counoil  in  1969  in  respect  of  same. 

This  is  an  invaluable  service.  Approximately  1,500  meals  were  del- 
ivered in  1969. 

During  the  year  the  authority  provided  the  W.R.V.S.  with  a hard 
standing  at  Norton  Villa  Clinio  to  enable  it  aooept  the  offer  of  a Mobile 
Kitohen,  The  kitchen  is  oapable  of  cooking  50  meals  a day  and,  sinoe  its 
establishment,  provides  about  150  meals  a week  for  Swansea  West,  thereby 
affeoting  a considerable  saving  in  mileage.  It  also  enables  the  W.R.V.S. 
make  better  use  of  the  voluntary  workers  available  in  the  west  of  the  town. 

The  servioe 8 provided  for  the  elderly  by  other  voluntary  organisations 
inolude  the  under-mentioned:

As  I mentioned  in  one  of  my  previous  annual  reports,  the  Swansea 
County  Borough  Council  is  indebted  to  very  many  people  and  organisations 
who  have  made  gifts  in  various  forms  to  the  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

19 69  was  no  different  to  other  years  and,  in  particular,  I must 
mention  the  W.R.V.S.  Trolley  Shop  Service  which  were  started  at  the  Homes 
in  1965*  Shop  profits  have  been  distributed  regularly  to  the  Homes  and 
in  19b9  a further  £100  was  reoeived,  and  the  choice  of  gifts  inoluded  a 
large  pionio  basket,  ornaments  etc. 

The  generosity  of  the  general  public  in  making  gifts  of  surplus 
furniture,  olothing  and  household  items  is  also  much  appreciated.  These 
are  stored  by  the  department  and  eventually  distributed  to  those  in  need 
- elderly  persons  and  sometimes  young  persons  who  are  rehoused,  victims 
of  fires  and  floods  etc. 

Registration  of  Disabled  Persons  or  Old  Persons*  Homes 

Section  37  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  enabled  looal 
authorities  to  bring  under  supervision  any  establishment,  the  sole  or 
main  objeot  of  whioh  is  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  old  people  or 
blind  or  other  handicapped  people.  These  Homes  must  be  registered  by 
the  County  or  County  Borough  Counoil  in  whioh  the  Home  is  situated.  Reg- 
istration, whioh  oan  subsequently  be  revoked,  is  dependent  upon  the  ful- 
filment of  certain  conditions,  e.g.  satisfactory  staffing,  facilities  etc. 
Officers  of  the  registration  authority  are  empowered  to  enter  and  inspect, 
at  all  reasonable  times,  any  premises  used  or  believed  to  be  used  for  this 
purpo  se . 

There  were  no  oanoellations  or  applications  for  registration  during 
1969  and  the  under-mentioned  Homes  oontinue  to  be  registered: -

Fees  of  registration  of  Nursing  and  Residential  Homes  (Variation) 
Order  1968  prescribes  a fee  of  £1  whioh  must  aocompany  an  application  for 
registration  by  a local  authority  of  a person  proposing  to  oarry  on  either  a 
disabled  persons  or  old  persons  home. 

Arrangements  with  voluntary  bodies  and  other  looal  authorities 

The  authority  continued  to  aooept  financial  responsibility  for 
persons  provided  with  accommodation  by  other  looal  authorities  and  volun- 
tary organisations. 

With  a fairly  heavy  waiting  list  for  admission  to  this  authority's 
Homes  for  the  Aged,  wherever  possible,  use  is  being  made  of  this  type  of 
accommodation. 
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Persons  provided  with  residential  accommodation  during  the  year  by

Sheltered  Housing  - Warden  Supervised 

Many  authorities  are  basing  their  plans  for  the  future  on  sheltered 
housing  with  warden  service,  and  I am  sure  that  eventually  this  polioy  will 
be  aooepted  by  all  welfare  and  housing  committees.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
housing  oommittees  must  be  closely  consulted  regarding  the  care  of  the  eld- 
erly. 


Swansea  is  aware  of  the  value  of  warden  supervised  housing  and,  in 
"1969,  a seoond  block  of  bed  sitting  rooms  was  established  at  Waun  Wen, 
o ailed  the  "Chris  Thomas  House".  This  will  be  followed  within  the  next 
two  years  by  similar  houses  in  St.  Thomas  and  Townhill. 

The  Health  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  wages  of  the  warden  as  well 
as  the  furnishing  of  certain  communal  rooms  and  also  makes  a contribution 
towards  the  upkeep  of  the  building  including  heating.  This  joint  effort  by 
the  two  oommittees,  Healtl^/Housing,  dearly  indicates  that  Housing  have  a 
useful  role  in  assisting  Health  and  Welfare  Authorities  to  keep  as  many 
people  as  possible  active  in  the  community. 
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Care  and.  Protection  of  Property 


This  authority’s  responsibility,  as  defined  by  Seotion  48  of  the 
National  Assistance  Aot  194b*  is  one  which  has  the  least  publicity  but, 
nevertheless,  continues  to  place  heavy  responsibilities  and  problems  on 
the  department. 


Seotion  48  states,  inter  alia,  that  - "where  a person  is  either 
admitted  to  hospital  as  a patient,  or  is  provided  with  accommodation 
under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  and  it  appears  to 
the  Council  that  there  is  a danger  of  loss  of.  or  damage  to,  any  moveable 
property,  by  reason  of  his  inability  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  no  other 
suitable  arrangements  are  being  made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take 
reasonable  steps  to  prevent  or  mitigate  the  los3  or  damage,*1 

During  1969  cash,  bank  books  etc,,  to  the  approximate  value  of  £26,000 
were  handled  by  the  department.  This  was  in  addition  to  the  seouring  of 
premises  and  other  incidental  tasks  which  we  were  called  upon  to  deal. 

Apart  from  the  responsibilities  placed  on  the  staff  when  handling 
money  and  valuables,  the  problem  of  disposal  involve  a substantial  amount 
of  administrative  time  both  in  legal  consultations  and  in  the  instigation 
of  enquiries  regarding  relatives  etc.  In  many  cases,  the  Treasury  Solic- 
itor is  consulted  and  his  instructions  for  disposal  requested. 

Burials  and  Cremations 

During  1969  the  Swansea  County  Borough  Council  undertook  13  burials/ 
cremations  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Seotion  50  of  the  National 
Assistance  Aot  1948  at  a cost  of  £446.  3.  2.  The  sum  of  £267,  13»  0, 
representing  approximately  60%  of  the  expenditure  has  been  recovered.

Cases -attended  after  normal  working  hours 

The  department  continues  the  arrangement  whereby  a welfare  offioer  is 
alwlys  available  to  deal  with  emergency  oalls.  Close  liaison  is  maintained 
looally  with  the  police,  hospitals,  and  general  praotitioners. 

In  a number  of  instances  problems  were  resolved  after  telephone  enquir- 
ies and  contacts  but  it  was  found  necessary  on  39  occasions  for  the  duty 
offioer  to  leave  his  home  to  pursue  his  enquiries  closely, 

A variety  of  oases  were  dealt  with  and  varying  periods  of  time  were 
found  necessary  to  find  solutions.

Temporary  Accommodation 


Reference  to  my  previous  Annual  Report  will  show  that  in  accordance 
with  the  Council's  policy,  temporary  accommodation  is  limited  to  a maximum 
period  of  3 months. 


A review  of  1969  confirms  that  the  provision  of  temporary  accommod- 
ation presented  no  great  problems. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  refer  any  families  to  the  Children's 
Offioer  on  discharge  and  very  often,  with  the  help  of  my  stall",  alternative 
aooomraodation  was  seoured  with  private  landlords.  In  many  instanoes,  fur- 
niture was  provided  by  the  Health  Department  from  gifts  which  had  been  re- 
ceived and  stored  for  auoh  oooasions. 

As  in  previous  years,  a feature  of  a number  of  oases  admitted  during 
1969  was  that  application  resulted  from  domestic  friotion.  Invariably, 
after  a few  days  at  Cwmllwyd  Hostel,  a reoonoilitation  took  place  between 
the  estranged  husbands  and  wives.  One  often  wondered  if  the  need  for 
temporary  aooommodation  was  being  used  as  an  alternative  after  family 
squabbles  and  also  as  a means  of  retaliation  or  punishment  by  the  wife 
for  the  erring  husband, 

Every  effort  is  made  to  disoourage  suoh  applications  and,  only  if 
there  are  extenuating  oiroumstanoes,  is  aooommodation  offered. 

Temporary  Aooommodation  is  provided  at  Cwmllwyd  Hostel  to  meet  the 
authority's  obligations  under  Seotion  21  of  the  National  Assistance  Aot, 
194b* 


The  hostel  oonsist3  of  wooden  buildings  whioh  have  been  divided  into 
aalf-oontained  units.  The  units  were  heated  by  ooal  ranges  whioh  were 
most  inadequate  during  cold  weather,  particularly  as  far  as  ohildren  are 
oonoerned,  many  of  whom  wore  under  sohool  age. 

In  196b  on  the  Borough  Archit60t'a  advioe,  eleotrio  thermal  storage 
heaters  were  installed  in  tnree  units  whioh  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 

I am  now  arranging  for  ooal  ranges  to  be  replaced  by  modern  antnraoite 
stoves  whioh  are  very  muoh  more  effioient  and  economical.

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Handioapped  Persons  (General  Classes) 


Seotion  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  confers  on  welfare 
authorities  powers  to  provide  welfare  servioes  for  handioapped  persons. 
The  extent  of  the  service  is  governed  by  the  finanoe  available  which  to 
date,  unfortunately,  has  been  limited  after  consideration  of  other  prior- 
ities. In  1969,  £1,400  was  available  which  meant  that  the  most  rigid 
oontrol  had  to  be  made  on  any  expenditure;  it  was,  however,  an  inorease 
of  £4-00  on  the  amount  allowed  for  the  previous  year. 

The  main  form  whioh  the  development  of  services  for  the  physioally 
handioapped  has  taken  is  in  personal  services  and  advice,  provision  of 
social  centres,  loan  of  aids,  and  adaptations  in  the  home. 

Personal  Services  and  Advice 


For  the  purpose  of  its  general  welfare  servioes,  the  Health  Department 
employs  three  social  welfare  officers.  The  County  Borough  is  divided  into 
three  areas  and  each  officer  is  responsible  for  all  matters  in  his  area 
appertaining  to  "welfare " services  included  in  Part  III  of  the  National 
Assistance  Aot,  194b. 

The  officers  were  unable  to  carry  out  a regular  visiting  servioe 
to  persons  registered  with  the  authority  as  physioally  handicapped,  but 
made  a speoial  ooncern  of  those  who  were  housebound.  Advioe  was  given  on 
multifarious  matters,  including  the  servioes  available  to  them,  whether 
statutory  or  voluntary,  whioh  could  be  of  assistance  physioally,  medically 
or  with  personal  problems.  The  help  given  ranged  from  providing  practical 
assistance  in  redeoorating  homes  to  financial  assistance  in  meeting  bills. 
During  the  year  approximately  5,000  domiciliary  visits  were  made  to  these 
persons  by  the  welfare  officers. 

Provision  of  Social  Centres 


The  authority  has  established  four  social  oentres  for  the  physically 
handioapped  of  the  town.  All  the  oentres  have  been  encouraged  to  organise 
their. own  activities  including  fund  raising.  I am  pleased  to  state  that 
they  oontinue  to  funotion  practioally  independently  of  the  department.  In 
three  of  the  centres  a social  welfare  officer  aots  as  an  assistant  secretary. 

Financially  all  oentres  are  able  to  meet  current  expenditure,  but  the 
cost  of  annual  outings  is  a big  strain  on  funds.  A grant  of  £29  is  made  to 
each  oentre  to  defray  some  of  these  expenses.  The  authority  provided  aocomm 
odation  free  of  charge  to  all  centres  and  also  assists  in  the  conveying  of 
members  to  and  from  centre  meetings.  For  this  purpose  departmental  vans, 
ambulanoes  and  a special  ambulanoe  coach  are  used. 

1969//0  Llanmorris  Centre  for  the  Disabled 

A considerable  portion  of  the  social  activities  arranged  in  1989  was 
organised  by  the  members  themselves,  such  events  a3  "quiz"  evenings  proving 
extremely  entertaining. 

Summer  this  year  saw  the  Centre  enjoying  a coaoh  trip  via  Port  Talbot, 
over  the  Bwlch,  then  over  from  Treherbert  via  Hirwaun  to  -breoon  where  a stop 
wa3  made  for  tea.  After  a brief  stay  in  Llandovery  the  evening  was  spent 
at  the  "Bird  in  Hand",  Pontardulais. 

Hospitality  was  provided  by  the  Centre  in  July  in  conjunction  with  the 
"Lions"  for  a party  of  under-privileged  orippled  children  on  an  exchange  stay 
from  Shop ton  Mallet.  Trips  to  Gower  by  ooaoh  with  tea  at  the  "Heather  si  rule" 
Pennard,  were  immensely  appreciated  by  everyone. 
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Financially,  the  Centre  continues  to  fluorish  and  once  again  it  was 
possible  to  give  ten  disabled  members  a holiday.  This  is  met  by  a grant 
of  £100  made  from  the  Centre  funds  for  this  specific  purpose. 

Membership  stays  at  around  70 J there  is  a very  oapable  oommittee  which 
administers  the  running  of  the  organisation. 

Town  Sooial  Centre  for  the  Physically  Handioapped 

During  1969  this  centre  continued  to  fluorish.  Membership  increased 
to  85  and  the  average  attendance  was  67. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Central  Clinic  at  Trinity  Buildings, 

Orohard  Street,  it  was  decided  to  transfer  meetings  of  the  centre  there  due 
to  the  easy  aocess  and  more  congenial  atmosphere. 

At  this  time  the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  had  a surplus 
of  19  geriatric  chairs  and  these  were  purchased  by  the  Health  Department  for 
use  at  the  Centre,  at  a oost  of  £175. 

Throughout  the  year  entertainment  was  provided  by  looal  artistes,  and 
the  members  are  veiy  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  shown  by  these  artistes 
who  give  their  time  so  readily. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  annual  outing  which,  on  this  oooasion, 
was  to  Longleat.  It  was  a rather  ambitious  outing  in  view  of  the  travelling 
involved  but,  nevertheless,  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 

The  Christmas  Dinner  was  held  at  the  Pines  Country  Club,  Treboeth,  and 
again  proved  to  be  a great  suooess. 

The  Committee  and  members  of  the  Centre  look  forward  to  an  equally 
successful  year  during  1970. 

Broadway  Sooial  Centre  for  the  Physically  Handioapped 

This  Centre  continues  to  fluorish  with  a membership  of  sixty.  The 
attendance  at  the  fortnightly  meeting  averages  about  45.  Activities  at  the 
Centre  include  entertainment  by  looal  artistes,  choirs,  "free  evenings"  and 
bingo  sessions. 

Our  friendship  with  the  St.  James'  Churoh  Choir  continues  and  they  again 
visited  the  oentre  for  our  Harvest  Festival  and  Carol  Services. 

The  summer  outing  took  us  to  Saundersfoot , and  the  Christmas  Dinner  was 
held  at  The  pines  Country  Club,  Treboeth. 

Bavenhill  Sooial  Centre  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 

The  Centre  holds  its  fortnightly  meetings  on  Wednesday  evenings  with 
an  average  attendance  of  60.  There  is  a waiting  list  of  handioapped 
persons  anxious  to  join  the  Centre  but,  unfortunately,  no  more  oan  be 
accommodated  at  present. 

Funds  were  raised  in  the  form  of  jumble  sales,  Christmas  Fayre, 

Conoerts,  Christmas  draw,  and  raffles,  also  oash  from  Students  Charity 
Bag  Committee  during  Charities  Week. 

The  summer  outing  took  the  form  of  a visit  to  Aberystwyth. 

During  the  month  of  November,  Messrs.  Woolworth  of  High  Street  arrange 
for  their  store  to  be  opened  for  the  handicapped  members  to  do  their  shopping 
in  the  evening.  The  management  arranged  tea  and  cakes  before  leaving. 
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All  handicapped  members  reoeived  an  Easter  Egg  at  Easter  time, 

Christmas  Dinners  were  held  at  Bryngv/yn  Country  Club,  Gorseinon,  and 
there  was  a party  at  Toronto  Plaoe  when  eaoh  member  reoeived  a gift. 

All  outings  and  functions  were  given  free  to  handicapped  members. 
Adaptations  to  Homes  for  Handioapped  Persons 

In  1969  a considerable  amount  of  adaptation  work  was  undertaken  at 
the  houses  of  physioally  handicapped  persons  and  this  proved  of  inestimable 
value  in  their  efforts  to  remain  active  and  independent.  An  increase  of 
£400  in  this  item  of  expenditure  was  a welcome  indication  of  the  expansion 
in  this  particular  service.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 


During  1 969  the  work  continued  steadily,  consisting  of  the  discovery 
and  registration  of  blind  persons,  and  arranging  for  the  various  services 
and  amenities  which  are  available.  This  entailed  3>220  visits  to 
people's  own  homes,  homes  for  the  elderly.  Workshops  for  the  Blind, 
hospitals  and  so  on.  Teaching  to  read  embossed  literature  was  done 
where  possible,  and  ways  of  overcoming  the  handicap  in  general. 

However,  more  than  half  the  blind  population  are  aged  70  and  over, 
and  the  combination  of  blindness  with  old  age  or  other  handicaps  can 
cause  serious  problems,  the  prevention  or  solution  of  which  need 
ability  in  the  Social  Welfare  Officers  and  patience  and  perserverance 
in  the  blind  persons  and  their  families.  Referring  to  staff,  as 
there  were  no  applicants  for  an  impending  vacancy  due  to  retirement, 
a trainee  Social  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Blind  was  appointed  and 
commenced  training  on  the  training  course  organised  by  the  Southern 
Regional  Association  for  the  Blind. 

Employment  prospects  for  blind  persons  in  open  industry  appeared 
a little  brighter,  and  two  blind  men  obtained  such  employment.  One 
young  lady  was  in  training  as  an  audio  typist  at  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  Training  College  for  Blind  Shorthand  typists 
and  Telephonists,  and  we  had  two  students  at  their  Vocational 
Assessment  Centre  at  Hethersett. 

The  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  Council  for  the  Blind,  to  which 
this  Authority  contributed  £15.  10.  5.  this  year,  arranged  th^ir 

Day  Conference  at  Swansea,  and  m|y  Senior  Welfare  Officer  for  the 
Blind  attended  their  Refresher  Course  at  Aberystwyth  and  their  half 
day  Conference  at  Cardiff. 

Some  details  of  services  for  blind  persons  follow;- 

Reading  - either  embossed  literature  or  Talking  Books.  The  number 
of  members  of  the  National  library  for  the  Blind  has  again  dropped  to 
13. 

Social  Activities  - Three  Social  Clubs  for  the  Blind  continue  to  be 
held  fortnightly,  at  Toronto  place,  Fenian,  Townhill  Community  Centre, 
and  at  3 Le  La  Beche  Street,  Town  Centre.  The  Department  provides 
transport  to  the  first  two,  and  'bus  fares  are  paid  to  people 
attending  the  last,  i.e.  the  "Town”  Centre.

Outing  to  Brecon 

Afternoon  run  and  tea  at  Langland  Bay 
Afternoon  run  and  tea  at  Caswell  Bay 
Visit  to  Gorseinon  Social  Centre 
Evening  dinner,  George  Hotel,  Mumbles 
Christmas,  Birthday,  and  Investiture  Parties. 

The  Swansea  and  District  Friends  of  the  Blind  gave  an  outing  to 
Barry  for  all  Swansea  unemployed  blind  persons  and  one  to  Aberystwyth 
for  the  Blind  Workshop  employees,  and  a large  Christmas  Party  at  the 
Patti  Pavilion.  They  also  entertained  members  of  our  Social  Clubs 
for  the  Blind  to  Easter  and  Autumn  Parties  at  3 De  La  Beche  Street. 

The  employees  at  Morriston  Workshops  for  the  Blind  continued  to 
run  their  own  club,  from  which  outings  are  also  enjoyed,  and  this  is 
open  to  any  registered  blind  person  to  join. 
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Holidays.  Holidays  for  5 blind  persons  were  arranged  at  the  Ethel 
Rawden  Home  for  the  Blind,  Southerndovm,  and  8 persons  had  grants 
towards  railway  fares  for  holidays  elsewhere.  We  were  tamable  to 
arrange  holidays  at  The  Glynn  Vivian  Home  for  the  Blind,  Mumbles,  as 
the  home  was  being  reconditioned. 

Christmas  and  Easter  gifts.  These  were  paid  by  the  Swansea  and 
District  Friends  of  the  Blind  to  the  list  of  blind  persons  supplied 
by  my  Department,  - £5  each  at  Christmas  and  £2  at  Easter. 

Wireless  Sets  for  the  Blind.  l6  new  sets  were  supplied  by  the 
British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund.  Repairs  of  sets  and  any 
necessary  batteries  are  paid  for  by  the  Swansea  and  District  Friends 
of  the  Blind.  Rediffusion  is  also  arranged  at  a reduced  rental 
through  the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund.  So  far  as  is 
known,  there  is  no  blind  person  in  Swansea  without  a radio  set. 

Ap par atxas  such  as  white  sticks,  braille  clocks  and  watches,  or  other 
helpful  articles  are  provided  by  the  Swansea  and  District  Friends  of 
the  Blind,  who  are  able  to  obtain  the  articles  at  one-third  of  the 
noormal  cost,  the  Royal  national  Institute  for  the  Blind  subsidising 
the  remaining  cost. 

Chiropody  is  provided  at  Earlsmoor  for  those  able  to  travel  there  on 
our  transport,  otherwise  in  their  own  homes,  and  the  Swansea  and 
District  Friends  of  the  Blind  pay  the  nominal  charge  of  2s.  6d. 

Examinations  by  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  77  examinations  were  carried 
out  to  ascertain  if  persons  were  eligible  for  registration  as  blind 
or  partially  sighted,  and  in  several  cases  this  resulted  also  in 
helpful  treatment. 

Again,  most  cases  of  suspected  blindness  were  referred  to  my 
Department  by  the  Department  of  Social  Security,  though  some  were 
referred  by  family  doctors,  health  visitors,  welfare  visitors  and 
hospital  almoners. 

Organisations 

Once  again  the  valuable  help  of  various  organisations  is 
acknowledged  and  appreciated.  These  are  the  Swansea  and  District 
Friends  of  the  Blind,  The  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
the  Department  of  Social  Security,  Department  of  Employment  and 
Productivity,  the  National  Libraary  for  the  Blind,  the  British  Red 
Cross  Association,  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntaory  Seorvice,  and  also  all 
sections  within  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department. 
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the  Tables  it  will  be  seen  that  tpo-thirds  of  the  blind  persons  on  the  Register  are  aged  65  and  over,  and  that 
fourteen  of  these  are  90  years  of  age  or  over*

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From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  main  cause  of  blindness  in  almost  half  the  oases  were  due  -to  eye  troubles  'associated  as  a 
rule  with  ageing  processes,  i»e,,  oataraot,  glauooma,  and  macula  degeneration,  and  that  three-quarters  of  the  persons  concerned  were 
aged  65  and  over*

Residual  Chlorine  Tests 


These  tests  were  carried  out  regularly  in  conjunction  with 
bacteriological  samples  and  all  cases  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Regular  tests  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Municipal  Baths 
regarding  the  amount  of  residual  ohlorlne  in  the  water.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  break-point  chlorination  is  still  operating 
very  satisfactorily  at  these  Baths. 

Plumbo-Solvent  Action 

Three  chemical  water  samples  taken  in  the  Townhill  distrlot 
contained  an  undesirable  amount  of  lead.  This  matter  was  brought 
to  the  attention  of  The  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  for  the  use  of  the  general  publio 
and  also  four  for  the  use  of  schools,  situated  at  Bishop  Core  Grammar 
School,  at  Mynyddbach  Comprehensive  School,  Cefn  Hengoed  School,  and 
Olchfa  Comprehensive  School.  One  is  also  situated  at  Swansea  University. 

The  water  for  all  the  above  baths  is  derived  from  the  mains 
supply.  The  baths  are  fully  equipped  for  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  as  a continuous  flow  process  which,  therefore,  obviates 
the  necessity  of  frequent  changing  of  the  water.  Periodic  ohecks 
have  been  observed  for  the  break-point  chlorination  and  R.'.P.  readings 
in  order  to  maintain  a satisfactory  sterilization,  alkalinity  and 
acidity  standard  within  the  region  of  7*5  to  8. 

At  the  Municipal  Swimming  Baths  break-point  ohlorination  was 
resorted  to  in  order  to  maintain  the  free  available  chloride  between 
1.5  and  1.8.  The  Department  has  kept  close  observations  on  these 
readings,  and  the  method  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  Examination 

54  waters  of  the  baths  were  sampled  and  reports  indicated  that 
45  were  satisfactory  and  9 unsatisfactory.  The  9 unsatisfactory  samples 
were  repeated  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Chemical  Examination 


3 samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YiAR  ENDING-  31  ST  DECEMBER,  1969, 


Introduction, 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  August,  1964,  and  made  provisions  for  securing  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  offices  and  shops, 
standards  which  have  been  enjoyed  by  their  industrial  colleagues  for 
many  decades  under  the  Factory  Acts, 

Regulations  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Act 
specifying  detailed  standards  relating  to  first-aid  requirements, 
sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities* 

In  the  current  year  a new  Act  of  Parliament  and  new  regulations 
made  under  the  parent  Act,  considerably  increased  the  responsibilities 
and  duties  of  local  authorities  in  the  administration  of  this  Act* 

The  Post  Office  Act  1969,  established  the  Post  Office  as  a Public 
Authority  from  1st  October  1969,  taking  away  their  crown  status.  All 
buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  vested  in  the  Post  Office  came  under 
the  local  authority  for  enforcement  under  the  Act,  instead  of  H.M. 
Inspectors  of  Factories.  The  Post  Office  staff  involved  in  Swansea 
City  totalled  1,258  persons,  whioh  makes  an  increase  of  8$.  of  the 
total  staff  registered  by  the  local  authority,  over  the  1968  figure 
of  16,427  persons  registered. 

On  the  28th  May,  1969,  new  Regulations  came  into  force  The 
(Hoists  and  Lifts)  Regulations,  1968, 

These  regulations  gave  lifts  in  shops,  offices,  warehouses  and 
railway  promises  the  same  safeguards  that  were  already  provided  for 
lifts  in  factories  by  the  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act,  1961, 

The  Hoists  Exemption  Order  1962,  and  the  Hoists  Exemption  (Amendment) 
Order  1 967, 


From  a total  of  745  lifts,  only  42  lifts  were  found  to  fully 
comply  with  these  regulations. 

There  are  18,732  persons  employed  in  premises  for  which  the 
local  authority  is  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act.  This 
is  11$.  of  the  authority's  population  of  170,000  people. 

Local  Authorities  are  required,  as  soon  as  possible,  after  the 
end  of  the  year  to  publish  a report  on  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  to 
the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity,  and  in  accordance  with 
this  requirement,  the  following  report  is  produced  : — 


Staff. 

In  Swansea  at  the  commencement  of  the  Act,  the  entire  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  authorised  and  appointed  as  Inspectors 
under  the  Act,  these  duties  were  in  addition  to  their  normal  duties  and 
responsibilities  under  other  Acts  and  legislation. 


In  operation  it  was  found  that  owing  to  the  complexity  and  scope 
of  the  Act  with  escalating  duties  brought  about  by  new  regulations  and 
orders  constantly  being  brought  into  force,  it  was  impossible  to 
adequately  enforce  this  Act  by  Inspectors  having  other  responsibilities. 
Consequently,  it  was  decided  to  set  up  a separate  sub-division  of  the 
Health  Inspectors'  Department  whose  main  responsibility  would  be  work 
under  the  Act,

Registrations 


There  are  2,124  premises  registered  as  coming  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  this  is  an  inorease  of  10 6 premises  over 
the  1968  figures  giving  an  increase  in  the  year  of  5$.  in  registered 
premises. 

Not  all  offices  and  shop  premises  are  required  to  register 
with  local  authorities,  but  only  those  where  the  sum  of  hours  worked 
each  week  by  all  employees  exceed  twenty-one. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  1 66  additional  premises  were 
registered  and  60  registered  premises  were  deleted  from  our  files. 

Of  the  1 66  premises  registered  this  year,  140  premises  were 
not  registered  until  the  occupiers*  attention  was  drawn  to  their 
responsibility  under  Section  49  of  the  Act  by  the  Local  Authority's 
Inspectors. 

Number  of  persons  employed  in  registered  premises. 

Table  'C'  in  the  appendix  gives  details  of  the  number  of 
persons  employed  in  various  types  of  premises  registered  under  the 
Act,  the  total  being  18,732. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  many  persons  employed  in  offices 
forming  part  of  factories,  crown  and  local  authority  offices,  which 
comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

Seneral  Inspections. 

During  1969,  388  premises  reoeived  a full  general  inspection, 
i.e.  an  inspection  in  detail  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of*  the  Aot 
were  being  complied  with.  Details  of  the  classes  of  premises 
inspected  are  shown  in  Table  'A*. 

At  present  the  authority  has  been  maintaining  a five  year  oycle 
of  general  inspections.  It  is  anticipated  that  as  the  main  require- 
ments will  already  have  been  achieved  by  previous  inspections  and 
notices  this  cycle  will  be  considerably  shortened. 

Priority  is  given  to  the  inspection  of  all  newely  registered 
premises  and  to  complaints  made  by  employees  or  trade  union  officials. 

Re-inspections  and  other  visits. 

In  addition  to  the  general  inspections,  many  other  visits  were 
paid  to  registered  premises  for  a variety  of  reasons.  The  main  reason 
was  to  revisit  following  the  service  of  notices  requiring  defects  or 
other  contraventions  to  be  remedied. 

Accident  investigations  called  for  many  visits  as  did  the 
checking  of  lighting  and  of  heating  standards  in  the  winter  months. 
Altogether  2,819  visits  or  revisits  were  made  in  the  year  in  addition 
to  the  general  inspection  visits. 

Informal  Notices  served. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  notify  oooupiers  of 
registered  premises  of  any  contraventions  of  the  Aot,  found  on  general 
inspections  and  other  visits,  and  to  give  the  employers  adequate  time 
to  bring  their  premises  up  to  standard.  During  1969,  some  338  notioes 
were  served  dealing  with  1,075  contraventions.  A total  of  732 
contraventions  were  abated  (Appendix  'H')* 
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Accidents 


In  1969,  93  accidents  were  notified  of  which  none  were 
fatal.  This  is  a decrease  of  seven  notified  accidents  to 

the  previous  year. 

Uany  accidents  are  still  not  reported.  This  could  be 
rectified  if  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  who  receive 
particulars  of  industrial  injuries  on  Form  B.  176  from  employers, 
would  forward  this  information  to  the  enforcing  authority.  It 
should  also  be  mandatory  for  all  employers  regardless  of  size  to 
keep  an  up  to  date  accident  book  on  their  premises.  At  present 
only  employers  with  a staff  of  10  or  over  are  obliged  to  keep  ait 
aocident  book* 

In  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  warn  three  oooupiers  of 
multiple  stores  the  consequences  of  failure  to  report  accidents. 
These  offences  were  discovered  upon  examination  of  their  accident 
books. 


The  main  cause  of  accidents  were  by  falls,  either  on  the 
same  level  or  on  fixed  stairs. 

Some  examples  of  the  kind  of  accidents  being  notified  are 
set  out  below 

(1)  A fifteen  year  old  boy  fell  from  an  outside 
opening  on  the  first  floor  of  a warehouse 
whilst  taking  delivery  of  stock.  He  fell 
on  his  feet  thus  he  only  suffered  from 
minor  bruising.  The  opening  to  the  building 
has  since  been  fenced  and  the  likelihood  of 

a similar  accident  is  now  negligible. 

(2)  A female  shop  assistant  sliced  off  the  top 
of  her  index  finger  whilst  operating  a 
gravity  feed  food  slicer.  The  slicing 
machine  was  guarded  and  in  good  working 
condition. 

(3)  Whilst  operating  a fork  lift  truck,  a part 
of  the  load  fell  on  the  driver,  dislocating 
his  neck.  This  accident  would  not  have 
occurred  if  a head  guard  had  been  fitted  to 
the  machine.  This  is  not  a legal  requirement 
but  the  firm  concerned  at  our  request  have 
now  fitted  the  guard  to  the  truck. 

(4)  A warehouse  man  was  helping  to  move  a roller 
conveyor  on  to  a lorry.  Part  of  the 
conveyor  fell  on  to  his  large  toe,  chipping 
the  bone.  This  accident  oould  have  been 
prevented  if  the  warehouse  man  had  been 
wearing  industrial  safety  boots.  This  has 
been  suggested  to  the  Company. 

(5)  A fork  lift  driver  fractured  his  right  leg 
when  a fork  lift  truck  he  was  driving  over- 
turned and  fell  on  to  him.  A driver  of  such 
a vehicle  must  be  fully  aware  of  all  possible 
dangers  in  the  operation  of  loading  and 
unloading  with  the  machine. 

(6)  A relief  chef  was  badly  burnt  on  his  neck  and 
face  when  an  explosion  occurred  in  a gas  oven. 

The  Gas  Board  was  informed  and  the  condition 
of  the  appliance  and  record  of  maintenance 
checked.

A total  of  553  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  above  Act 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Sampling  Officers,  They  consisted 
of  milks  228,  foods  286,  and  drugs  39,  of  which  45  (or  8.1$)  were  reported 
against.  This  can  be  compared  with  the  1968  figures  in  which  562  samples  were 
examined  and  59  (10.3$)  were  reported  against.  The  distribution  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  in  1969  was  milks  14  (or  6.1%),  foods  30  (or  10.5$)  and  drugs  1 (or  2.6$) 

The  table  at  the  end  of  this  section  lists  the  samples  examined  during  1969, 
the  figures  in  brackets  referring  to  the  numbers  reported  as  unsatisfactory. 

MUJC 

Of  the  228  samples  of  milk  examined  for  chemical  composition  during  the 
year,  5 were  of  Channel  Islands  grade  and  the  remainder  were  cf  ordinary  quality. 

The  presumptive  standards  of  the  Sale  of  Milk  regulations  require  that  ordinary 
grade  milk  contains  at  least  y/o  of  fat  and  8.5$  of  non  fatty  solids.  Milk 
which  does  not  conform  to  this  standard  may  have  been  adulterated  by  the  removal 
of  fat  or  addition  of  water,  or  may  be  naturally  of  inferior  quality  due  to  a 
poor  herd.  The  standard  for  milk  sold  under  the  designation  "Channel  Islands" 
or  "South  Devon"  is  not  a presumptive  standard;  an  absolute  minimum  standard  of 
4$  of  milk  fat  is  specified. 

Samples  deficient  in  fat 

Thirteen  samples  of  ordinary  quality  milk  had  fat  contents  below  the  3$ 
presumptive  minimum.  The  deficiencies  found  were  not  great  and  varied  from  1$ 
to  8$.  In  most  cases  these  samples  were  raw  milks  taken  on  delivery  and  formed 
parts  of  consignments  comprising  both  morning  and  evening  milk  from  the  same 
producer.  When  bulked  at  the  factory,  the  mixture  would  generally  have  been  above 
the  standard  expected.  All  of  the  Channel  Island  milk3  had  satisfactory  fat  contents* 

Samples  containing  added  water 

Three  samples  contained  small  amounts  of  added  water.  Two,  which  were  also 
deficient  in  fat,  showed  1$  and  2%  of  water,  and  a third  contained  1$.  Follow  tip 
samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Samples  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids 


It  is  frequently  found  that  a fair  proportion  of  ordinary  milks  examined  have 
non-fatty  solids  content  below  the  presumptive  minimum  of  8.5/®.  During .1969,' 

45  (or  20.2$)  of  the  223  tested  were  in  this  category  whilst  78  (or  22$)  were  found 
in  1968.  A clear  distinction  between  milks  which  are  low  in  non-fatty  solids 
due  to  natural  causes  (poor  herd  etc.)  and  those  which  are  low  due  to  watering  is 
obtained  from  the  freezing  point  test.  Unwatered  genuine  milks  have  a fairly 
constant  freezing  point  even  though  they  may  be  of  poor  quality.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  addition  of  water'  to  milk  changes  the  freezing  point  and  brings  it 
near  to  0 Centigrade. 

Antibiotic  testing 

A total  of  181  samples  of  raw  milk  out  of  the  228  examined  were  also  tested 
for  the  possible  presence  of  penicillin  or  other  inhibitory  substances  which  might 
arise  as  residues  in  milk  due  to  improper  use  of  veterinary  preparations  in  the 
treatment  of  mastitis. 

No  sample  gave  a positive  reaction.  In  1968  only  one  sample  out  of  222  tested 
gave  a positive  reaction.  It  now  seems  that  the  problem  of  antibiotic  residues 
in  milk  is  no  longer  a serious  one  and  that  farmers  are  observing  the  correct 
procedure  when  treating  cows  for  mastitis.

POODS  & DRUGS 


Of  the  325  samples,  other  than  milk,  submitted,  31  were  reported  as 
unsatisfactory. 

(a)  Complaint  samples 

Cream  Soda,  stated  to  have  caused  sickness  showed  evidence  of  fermentation  and  ^ ^ 
also  contained  yellow  permitted  colour  which  is  unusual  for  cream  soda.  No  harmful 
ingredients  were  found.  This  product  was  manufactured  at  Hereford  and  the  Health 
Department  of  that  area  was  informed. 

Ground  Nut  Oil  was  thought  by  the  user  not  to  be  of  the  type  he  norm ally_ received. 
Analysis  showed  it  to  contain  50$  ground  nut  oil  with  other  vegetable  oils  but  it 
was  not  necessarily  an  inferior  article. 
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A slice  of  bread  contained  a dark  brown  foreign  object  which  was  wheat  dough 
discoloured  with  rust*  Mineral  oil  was  absent. 

Potato  crisps  contained  an  unpleasant  sticky  mass  which  consisted  of  a mixture 
of  edible  oil  and  cooked  starch  from  the  potato. 

In  each  of  the  above  cases  the  manufacturer  was  informed  of  the  complaint. 

Sugar,  which  had  an  abnormal  taste  contained  6 % of  common  salt.  The  retailers  3tock 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  it  was  considered  that  this  must  have  been  due  to 
a practical  joke. 

A sample  of  Captain  Morgan  Black  Label  Jamaica  Rum  was  suspected  of  either  bejng 
watered  or  not  being  genuine.  Analysis  showed  it  to  be  slightly  below  the  70  proof 
spirit  at  69.7%  "but  otherwise  it  was  perfectly  genuine. 

A sample  of  butter  said  to  be  rancid  was  found  only  to  be  borderline  in  this  respect 
and  could  not  be  definitely  classed  as  rancid.  Dutch  tomatoes  stated  to  have  a 
bitter  taste  showed  no  evidence  of  abnormality  both  in  taste  and  in  pesticide 
residues  which  were  negative.  The  white  patches  on  some  Danish  butter  were  thought 
to  be  lard.  They  were  however,  genuine  butter,  in  which  the  natural  colouring 
matter  had  become  locally  bleached  due  to  atmospheric  oxidation* 

Canned  Irish  cream  thought  to  have  a "powdery"  taste  was  normal  in  all  respects. 


M.  Samples  submitted  routinely  and  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
Meat  products 

Meat  pies  continued  to  give  trouble  during  the  year  despite  the  fact  that  the 
standards  of  composition  are  now  legally  in  force.  Difficulties  have  arisen  in 
connection  with  enforcement  which  suggest  that  there  is  a need  for  amendment  of 
the  regulations  to  cover  the  question  of  sampling.  In  one  particular  instance 
a formal  sample  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  meat.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  considered  that  this  merited  legal  action  but  on  the  advice  of  his 
legal  department  no  prosecution  was  taken  since  in  their  opinion  the  provisions  of 
the  Meat  Pie  & Sausage  Holl  Regulations  1967  cannot  be  enforced  in  the  case  of 
unwrapped  pies.  There  is  no  practical  sampling  procedure  that  can  be  followd  to 
comply  with  the  sampling  provisions  of  the  Pood  & Drugs  Act  1955*  In  the  case  of 
wrapped  or  prepacked  pies  the  provisions  of  Section  97  of  the  Act  enable  the 
Sampling  Officer  to  divide  the  sample  into  the  requisite  number  of  lots  without 
dividing  each  individual  pie  into  three.  In  the  case  of  unwrapped  pies  the 
provisions  of  Section  97  do  not  apply.  During  the  year  the  following  samples 
of  meat  pies  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.

The  regulations  specify  a minimum  of  25%  meat,  unless  certain  provisos 
regarding  weights  of  pies  apply.  In  my  opinion,  these  provisos  cause  unnecessary 
complication  as  does  the  provision  -that  allowance  must  be  made  for  possible  fat 
migration  into  the  pastry.  A better  and  simpler  standard  would  be  one  based  on  a 
minimum  lean  meat  content  of  say  15  or  20 % with  no  provisos  at  all. 

Pork  sausages  contained  only  53%  &nd  637*  whereas  the  legal  minimum  is  65a 
meat.  The  manufacturers  were  informed  and  further  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
Polony  snack  contained  1*1%  of  meat,  but  the  regulations  refer  to  polony  which  should 
contain  at  least  50%  of  meat; 

Canned  Irish  Stew  contained  32%  of  meat  instead  of  at  least  35/*» 

In  both  these  instances  the  samples  were  received  before  the  regulations  governing 
their  composition  had  come  into  legal  force  and  the  manufacturers  were  advised  of 
the  future  requirements. 


(c)  Labelling  faults 

These  occurred  in  a few  samples  as  follows: 

Cake  covering  mix,  when  analysed  was  shown  to  contain  the  oil  soluble  colouring 
Yellow  XP  but  the  list  of  ingredients  did  not  include  it.  The  manufacturers  agreed 
to  amend  the  labels  when  present  stocks  were  exhausted. 


Fruitarian  Almond  Luncheon,  listed  dates,  sultanas,  peanuts  and  raisins  before 
almonds  and  in  view  of  the  small  amount  of  almond  it  would  be  more  properly  described 
as  Almond  flavoured  luncheon.  Similarly  Bacon  Puffs  contained  no  bacon  and 
should  have  been  described  as  Bacon  Flavour  Puffs,  in  letters  of  the  same  style 
and  size.  Vegetarian  Concentrate  failed  to  give  a statement  of  the  appropriate 
specific  designation  of  each  of  its  ingredients;  Double  Cream,  of  satisfactory 
composition,  failed  to  give  the  name  and  address  of  the  packer  on  the  label. 

In  each  case  the  packers  agreed  to  amend  the  label. 

Low  Calorie  Sugar  Replacement  had  an  incorrect  statement  that  it  was  made  from 
dextrose.  It  cont ained  glucose  syrup  which  is  made  from  starch.  The  manufacturers 
agreed  to  alter  the  label  at  the  next  nrinting  and  also  consider  certain  other 
suggested  amendments. 

Swedish  Crispbread  was  not  considered  to  be  satisfactorily  labelled  for  an  article 
sold  as  a slimming  food  end  should,  in  my  opinion,  carry  the  full  list  of 
ingredients  and  a statement  of  calorie  content.  In  this  instance  manufacturers 
do  not  fully  agree  and  discussions  regarding  correct  labelling  of  their  product 
is  in  progress. 

(d)  Deteriorated  foods,  usually  in  this  condition  du**  to  prolonged  or  unsatisf actory 
storage  included: 

Canned  Prune  Juice  which  contained  290  p.p.m.  of  tin  - in  excess  of  the  recommended 
maximum  of  250  p.p.m. - The  suppliers  were  informed  by  letter  and  stocks  withdrawn 
from  the  shop. 

Canned  Peas  & Scotch  Broth  with  discoloured  and  illegible  labels  as  a result  of 
fire  damage.  The  damaged  stock  was  voluntarily  surrendered. 

Instant  Skim  IS. Ik  Powder  which  contained  5*2^  of  moisture  instead  of  the  maximum 
of  5.0/6  prescribed.  The  manufacturers  were  informed  and  the  rest  of  the  stock 
in  the  shop  was  examined. 

(e)  Others 

Cyclamate  & saccharin  sweetening  tablets  The  sale  of  these  was  permitted  during 
1969  but  is  now  'prohibited  because  of  the  ban  on  the  lose  of  cyclamate  imposed  on 
January  1st  1970.  These  tablets  were  analysed  for  their  content  of  cyclohexylamine 
impurity  since  the  regulations  allowing  the  use  of  cyclamate  specified  a maximum 
content  of  100  p.p.m,,  calculated  on  the  cyclamate  content.  They  were  found  to 
contain  5000  p.p.m.  or  30  times  the  limit i The  manufacturers  were  extremely 

surprised  at  the  result  and  agreed  at  once  to  withdraw  all  stocks  involved  of  this 
batch  number  in  their  retail  shops  throughout  the  country. 

A number  of  other  brands  of  cyclamate  tablets  examined  in  the  course  of  this 
investigation  were  found  to  contain  negligible  amounts  of  impurity. 

Nasal  drops  declared  0.5/j  chlorbutol  but  contained  only  0.38^>.  After  discussion 
with  the  manufacturer  as  to  the  method  of  analysis,  it  was  agreed  that  the  procedure 
used  by  your  Public  Analyst  gave  accurate  results. 

Yogurt  with  Prunes  contained  90  p.p.m.  of  sorbic  acid,  ihis  preservative  is 
permitted  in  certain  articles  of  food  but  not  in  either  yogurt  or  prunes.  It  was 
of  French  origin.  The  manufacturers  pointed  out  that  sorbic  acid  is  permitted  in 
France  and  also  suggested  that  possibly  benzoic  acid  could  be  used  instead.  In 
our  opinion,  however,  the  use  of  either  of  these  preservatives  in  yogurt  would 
be  illegal  in  Oreat  Britain.

PORT  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 


Eleven  samples  were  submitted  by  the  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector  during  1969 
(compared  with  13  in  1968).  They  consisted  of  Apples  (Fresh),  Onions  (Fresh), 

Butter,  Shoulder  Ham  and  7 canned  products:-  Evaporated  milk.  Apricots  in  syrup, 
Roasted  Pimientos,  Tomatoes,  Spam,  Chopped  Ham  with  Pork,  and  Frankfurters. 

Canned  foods  are  invariably  examined  for  lead  content  (legal  limit  prescribed) 
and  tin  content  (a  recommended  limit  is  applied).  Lead  was  low  in  all  samples,  the 
tin  levels  were  also  low  in  all  samples  except  pimientos  which  at  170  p.p.m.  was 
high  but  not  above  the  recommended  250  p.p.m.  maximum. 

The  shoulder  ham  was  free  from  boric  acid  preservative  and  contained  only 
traces  of  nitrite  and  nitrate. 

Tests  for  pesticide  residues  were  made  on  the  apples,  onions,  canned  fruit, 
pimientos  & tomatoes.  Gas  chromatographic  analysis  showed  no  evidence  of  identifiable 
organochlorine  pesticides. 
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AIR  POLLUTION 


Measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution  have  been  made  in  Swansea  since 
January,  1954*  They  are  made  at  sites  and  with  apparatus  approved  by  the  Warren 
Springs  Laboratory  (Ministry  of  Technology),  to  whom  the  results  are  sent  eveiy 
month  for  collation  and  publication*  Besides  being  of  considerable  local 
interest  they  make  a valuable  contribution  to  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 
This  survey  involves  the  collation  and  publication  of  smoke  and  sulphur  measurements 
at  over  1200  sampling  sites  in  some  450  urban  and  rural  areas  and  also  measurements 
of  grit  and  dust  made  by  local  authorities  throughout  the  country.  The  survey  was 
designed  to  assess  the  progress  of  Great  Britain  towards  clean  air,  to  discover 
where  the  need  for  remedial  action  was  most  urgent,  to  help  the  planning  of 
new  urban  development  on  a sound  basis  so  as  to  avoid  air  pollution  as  far  as 
possible  and  to  provide  information  for  studies  of  the  effect  of  pollution  on 
health. 

A standard  deposit  gauge  and  a lead  peroxide  apparatus  for  the  measurement 
of  the  activity  of  the  Sulphur  gases  in  the  air  have  been  maintained  since  1954 
by  the  public  health  inspectorate  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Inspector,  at  each  of  three  sites,  viz.  the  Scala  Cinema  in  Pentre  Guinea  Road 
St.  Thomas,  at  Church  Road,  Llansamlet,  and  at  the  Guildhall.  The  site  at  St.  Thomas 
was  not  in  operation  during  most  of  1969*  The  monthly  analyses  (deposit  gauges 
and  lead  peroxide  candles)  are  carried  out  by  your  Public  Analyst  rs  laboratory 
as  this  is  work  which  requires  laboratory  facilities. 

Daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  levels  have  been  made  at 
various  sites  since  1959*  This  work  is  carried  out  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  your  Authority,  assistance  being  given,  when  required,  by  your  Public  Analyst* s 
laboratory.  The  three  sites  in  active  operation  during  1969  included  Morriston 
Clinic,  Norton  Villa  Clinic  and  Llansamlet  Clinic. 

Deposit  Gauge  and  Lead  Peroxide  Data  1969 

The  monthly  results  obtained  from  the  analysis  of  the  contents  of  deposit 
gauges  and  lead  peroxide  candles  at  the  sites  concerned  are  given  in  Tables  A,  B 
& C.  Table  A only  contains  results  for  January  and  February  for  the  St.  Thomas 
site.  Table  D compares  the  total  amounts  of  undissolved  and  dissolved  matter 
deposited  during  the  year  at  the  two  sites,  while  the  variation  during  the 
10  year  period  I960  - 1969  is  indicated  in  Table  E. 

Table  D shows  the  Guildhall  site  to  have  the  lower  figures  for  total 
undissolved  'matter,  ash  and  total  deposited  matter.  The  recorded  results  for 
insoluble  deposit  at  Llansamlet  & Guildhall  were  107  and  43  cons  per  sq.  mile  per 
year  respectively.  Most  urban  areas  in  this  country  show  annual  depositions  between 
50  and  150.  Considered  over  the  period  I960  - 1969  the  results  for  G-uildhall  have 
shown  a small  decline,  whilst  those  at  Llansamlet  have  not  shown  a great  deal  of 
change. 

The  lead  peroxide  method  is  used  to  obtain  monthly  figures  of  the  extent  of 
sulphur  pollution  and  the  results  ore  given  at  the  bottom  of  Tables  A,  B & C. 

The  seasonal  and  yearly  variation  can  be  seen  in  Table  F. 

This  method  is  empirical  in  that  it  records  the  amount  of  sulphur  gases 
(calculated  as  SO3,  sulphur  trioxide)  absorbed  by  a lead  peroxide  surface  during  the 
period  of  exposure.  Nevertheless,  the  data  obtained  can  be  compared  from  site  to 
site  and  from  season  to  seaoon.  Thus  a clean  atmosphere  may  be  as  low  as  0.25  mgs. 
of  SO3  (per  100  sq.  cm.  of  lead  peroxide  per  day)  whereas  an  industrial  area  may 
reach  5 mgms.  or  more  i.e.  twenty  times  as  sulphur  polluting. 

The  average  figures  for  1969  for  Llansamlet  and  Guildhall  were  0.88  and  0.91 
milligrams  per  day  respectively,  which  appears  to  show  a reversal  of  the  usual  trend. 
The  winter  months  average  at  Guildhall  was  distinctly  higher  than  that  for  Llansamlet. 

Smoke  & Sulphur  dioxide  Concentrations  in  the  atmosphere 

The  volumetric  method  of  measuring  these  two  auc  pollutants  is  work  which  was 
carried  out  daily  at  3 sites  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  1969  and  the 
figures  given  are  entirely  the  result  of  their  work.  Where  technical  advice  is 
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required  this  is,  of  course,  freely  available  frora  this  laboratory*  The  methods 
used  consist  essentially  of  drawing  air  through  filter  paper  to  trap  the  smoke  as 
a grey  stain,  and  then  through  dilute  hydrogen  peroxide  to  trap  the  sulphur 
dioxide.  The  intensity  of  the  stains  are  measured  using  a reflectometer  and  the 
sulphuric  acid  formed  is  titrated. 

I have  been  asked  to  include  the  figures  obtained  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  my  annual  report  in  order  to  complete  the  picture  of  atmospheric 
pollution  studies  being  carried  out  at  Swansea.  Table  G gives  the  daily  average 
values  for  both  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  for  each  month  of  the  year,  and  also 
for  the  whole  year  for  each  of  the  3 sites  viz.,  Morriston  Clinic,  Norton  Villa 
Clinic  and  Llansamlet  Clinic.  The  highest  values  recorded  on  any  day  are  also 
included. 

Table  H shows  the  levels  found  from  1965  - 1969.  With  regard  to  smoke, 
the  figures  show  some  variation  from  year  to  year  but  in  general  the  trend,  if 
anything,  is  slightly  downwards.  The  raised  results  recorded  in  Llansamlet  and 
Norton  Clinic  in  1968  have  not  been  repeated,  the  results  for  1969  being  normal 
and  slightly  lower.  Sulphur  dioxide  levels  in  1969  were  somewhat  hitler  than 
previous  years  at  Morriston  & Llansamlet  but  reduced  at  Norton  Villa* 

The  significance  of  the  figures  may  be  gathered  by  comparison  with  national 
results.  During  1 963-64  the  six  highest  sites  measuring  air  pollution  in  the 
United  Kingdom  averaged  373  end  329  micrograms  per  cubic  metre  for  sulphur  dioxide 
and  smoke  respectively*  The  corresponding  six  lowest  sites  averaged  26  and  28 
micrograms  per  cubic  metre  respectively.  During  1969»  Morriston  averaged  44  and 
86  micro grams/ cub i c metre  for  smoke  & sulphur  dioxide  respectively,  with  Llansamlet 
showing  27  and  79  micrograms  per  cubic  metre  for  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
respectively.  The  air  pollution  measured  at  Swansea  is  therefore  quite  reasonable 
when  compared  with  national  data*  This  is  in  part  due  to  the  fact  that  a large 
proportion  of  the  coal  burht  in  Swansea,  domestically  and  industrially,  is  of  the 
smokeless  type. 

Estimates  of  air  pollution  by  smoke  & sulphur  dioxide  in  Great  Britain  in 
1967  have  been  prepared  by  Dr.  A.  Parker  in  comparison  with  1956.  Smoke  in  1967 
was  assessed  at  0.87  million  tons  compared  with  2*25  million  ton3  in  1956; 
sulphur  dioxide,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  increase  from  5*33  million  tons  in 
1956  to  6.01  million  tons  in  1967.  The  main  cause  of  this  rise  is  attributed  to 
the  industrial  use  of  oil  as  a fuel.  It  is  however  expected  that  with  the  use  of 
tall  chimneys  in  industry,  the  concentration  of  sulpnur  dioxide  in  the  air  at 
ground  level  will  decrease  despite  the  trend  of  increasing  production  of  sulphur 
dioxide.  There  is  no  doubt  that  urbanisation  and  industrial  development  brings 
with  it  air  pollution  problems*  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff 
have  continued  to  keep  a dose  surveillance  on  these  matters  in  the  City  of 
Swansea  and  have  obtained  the  co-operation  of  industry  in  particular  cases. 
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This  result  is  abnormally  high

NEW  LEGISLATION 


The  following  include  regulations  made  or  coming  into  force  during  196$:- 

Tne  Canned  Meat  Products  Regulations  19&7  & The  Sausages  & Other  Meat  Products 
Regulations  1967  (as  amended  1969)  came  into  operation  during  the  year.  As  indicated 
in  a previous  annual  report , they  provide  comprehensive  meat  content  standards  for 
a wide  range  of  meat  products. 

The  Solvents  in  Food  Regulations  1967  came  into  force  in  November  1969  and 
prohibits  the  sale,  importation  or  advertisement  of  any  solvent  (used  in  relation 
to  food)  which  is  not  a permitted  solvent. 

The  Artificial  Sweeteners  in  Food  Regulations  1969.  which  supersede  the 
corresponding  regulations  made  in  i.967,  came  into  operation  on  January  1st,  1970. 

The  principle  change  is  that  cyclamic  acid  and  cj'-damates  are  no  longer  permitted 
artificial  sweeteners  or  permitted  ingredients  in  artificial  sweetening  tablets. 

The  Soft  Drinks  (Amendment)  Regulations  19&9  amend  the  definition  of  permitted 
artificial  sv/eetener  so  that  saccharin,  saccharin  calcium  and  saccharin  sodium 
are  the  only  permitted  artificial  sweeteners  and  make  changes  in  the  labelling 
requirements  for  certain  soft  drinks. 

MI  SCELLANE  OUS  SAMPLES 


Public  Health  Department 

Three  swimming  bath  samples  examined  required  adjustment  of  the  alkalinity 
by  the  addition  of  soda  ash  to  bring  it  up  to  the  recommended  200  p.p.m. 

A number  of  routine  water  samples  taken  from  domestic  taps  were  of  satisfactory 
quality.  One  contained  0.1  p.p.m.  of  lead  and  further  samples  taken  after  ten 
minute  and  1 6 hour  contact  contained  0.06  p.p.m.  and  0.2  p.p.m.  of  lead  respectively. 
It  is  generally  recommended  that  the  lead  content  of  a drinking  water  should  not 
exceed  0.3  p.p.m.  after  a lb  hour  contact  with  lead  piping,  and  not  exceed  0.05  p.p.m, 
for  a ten  minute  contact. 

A well  water  from  a farm  contained  an  excess  of  iron  and  manganese.  Water 
taken  from  a culvert  regarding  possible  paint  contamination  showed  evidence  of 
small  amounts  of  paraffin.  A trade  effluent  from  a factory  was  strongly  alkaline 
and  would  require  neutralisation  before  discharge;  another  from  the  same  factory 
was  acceptable. 

Dust  from  the  window  sill  of  a house  contained  vegetable  debris,  textile 
fibres,  paint  fragments,  rust,  coal,  sand  and  fine  siliceous  matter. 

Soiled  clothes  were  examined  and  their  blackened  condition  was  chiefly  due 
to  the  presence  of  very  fine  carbon  resembling  that  derived  from  the  Carbon  Black 
Factory. 

Borough  Engineer *s  Department 

Four  samples  of  well  water  from  a farm  were  analysed.  Two  samples  of  sand 
and  mud  taken  from  Swansea  beach  were  examined  and  found  to  be  estuarine  muds 
containing  sand,  salt  and  organic  matter  wj.th  no  abnormal  amounts  of  oil  or  toxic 
metals.  Marine  life  was  abundant  in  both  samples. 

Weights  & Measures  Department 

Chief  Inspector  F.  W.  Brown  administers  the  Fertilisers  & Feeding  Stuffs 
Act  1926  and  regulations  made  under  it . During  the  year  13  samples  were  submitted 
under  the  Act  comprising  11  fertilisers  and  2 feeding  stuffs. 

Under  the  Toys  (Safety)  Regulations  1967,  ten  samples  of  painted  toys  were 
submitted  for  examination  for  the  amount  of  lead,  arsenic  and  other  toxic  metals 
in  the  paint  film.  Three  of  these  had  excesses  of  lead. 
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A bcucple  of  "Siln'n  Talc,"  submitted  under  the  Trade  Descriptions  Act  was 
found  to  contain  about  3P  of  silk  in  a very  finely  divided  condition.  A sample 
of  frozen  Scampi  (the  tails  of  the  Norwegian  Lobster,  Nephros  norvegicus)  was 
submitted  because  it  was  thought  that  it  contained  excess  water  in  the  form  of 

ice  or  "glaze.” 

Private  samples 

Occasionally  samples  are  examined  for  private  persons  on  payment  of  a fee. 
Under  the  Road  Safety  Act  1967,  motorists  accused  of  driving  with  blood  alcohol 
above  prescribed  limit  are  provided  with  a specimen  which  they  may  have  analysed 
independently  if  they  so  wish.  This  laboratory  is  equipped  to  carry  out  this 
analysis  by  gas  chromatography  and  is  prepared  to  do  so  far  private  motorists  in 
the  Swansea  area.  A fee  of  £7*  Os.  Od.  is  charged  for  this  work  and  a number  of 
persons  in  the  area  made  use  of  this  service  in  1969* 

Other  private  samples  examined  included  hydraulic  oil  for  a manufacturer 
in  the  Swansea  area,  and  vodka  for  a private  club. 

Water  samples  are  also  examined  for  the  West  Glamorgan  Y/ater  Board  and 
during  1969  a considerable  number  of  samples  from  a wide  area  including  Swansea, 
were  analysed,  the  results  being  reported  to  the  Water  Engineer. 

PERSONAL 

It  is  a pleasure  for  me  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  excellent  co-operation  which  has  existed  throughout  the  year. 

The  year  1969  was  a very  special  one  for  Swansea  with  its  elevation  to  city 
status,  and  for  me  pe rsonjfilly  it  is  a great  honour  to  be  able  to  serve  both  the 
City  of  Swansea  and  the  City  of  Cardiff  as  Public  Analyst.
